But the eſtimation and price ok ſpluer deinge at 
thoſe dapes to them vnknowen, the Shenictan marchauntes 
bought the ſame of them fo thpnges of ſmaule value: And 
carpingt it into Grecia, Alia, and other countreps, got great 
rychede ctherhp.

lp moucd the marchauntes, that whcn moze ſpluer remapned 
then myght lade chepz ſhyppes, thep tooke the ſeade frome 
they ankers, and put ſplucr in the place therofz The Phent:

woꝛdes of repꝛoche ſpake eupll of Coloms thepz gouetnoure, 
and conſulted with them ſelues, epther to rydde hym out of 
the wape, oꝛelles to caſt hym into the ſea : Nagyng that they 
were decepued of a ftraunger, an outlandiſhe man, a Ligurian 
a Genues, and bzonght into ſuche daungerous places, that 
they myght neuer returne agepne , And after, xxx. days were 
ttc, they furiouſcly crped out againſte him, and thieatned 
im that he ſhulde palTe no further. But he euer with ientpll game won 
wo2des and large pzomyſcs, appeaſed thepz furie, and pio: dee and pio 
longed dap after dap, ſome tyme deſpring them to beare with mwices, 

pet a whyle,and ſome time putting them in remembzance 

that if they ſhulde attempte any thinge agaynſt Him, oz other 

wiſe diſobep hym, it wolde be reputed fox treaſon . Thus af- 

ter a fcwe dayes, with cherefull Hattes they eſpicd the lande 
longe looked fox . Jn this fy2ſt nauigation, he diſcouered, vi. 
landes, whecrof twoo were exceding great: Of whiche, the 
one he called Hiſpeniols, and the other lobanne , But at 
tyme he knewe not perfectelp that Iobama (other wpſc called 
Cuba,) was an Flande , As they coaſted alonge by the-oze 
of certapne of theſe Jlandes, harde nyghtingales ſpnge Nightinga» 
in the thycke woodes in the month of Moucmber . They fofid les ſynge in 
alſo grea: riuers of freſhe water, and naturall hauens, of ca: Nouember, 
pacitie to harbozowe greate nauies of ſhippes'. Saplinge bp 

the coaſtes of robanna, from the nozthe popnte to the weſt, he 

rode lyttell leit then epght hundzeth miles (fox they call it a 

hundzeth and foure ſcoze leaques) ſuppoſpng that it had b 
the continent oꝛ fpzme land, bicanſe He coulde nother fynd t 
landes ende, noz anp token of the ende, as farre as he coulde 
iudgc with his eye: wherfoze he determined to returne backe 
agapne, bepng therto partly enfozced by the roughneclle of the 
ſea. fox the ſea banckes of the Jlande of leb by londzpe 
wpndinges and turnpnges, bende them ſelues co muche to⸗ 
warde the Notthe, that the noxthnoztheaſte wynde roughelp 
tolTed the ſhyppes by reaſon of the wpnter , Turnpnge ther⸗

koꝛe the ſtemmes of his ſbyppes towarde the alte, he atkpz⸗ 
med that he had hy Jlande of 11 whyther Sale: - > 
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mons ſhyppts ſapled fox golde . But the 4 of the 
Loſmographers well conſidered. it ſecmeth that bothe thele,- 
and the other Jlandes adiopnyng, arc the Jlandes of Aut. 
This Jilande he called Hiſp«niol+: on whole nozthe yo as he 
appꝛoched nere to the lande, the keele oz bottome of the big: 
geſte veſſcll ranne vpon a blynde rocke conered with water, 
and clone in ſunder. But the plapneneſTe of the rocke was a 
helpe to them that they were not dzowned , Makynge haſte 
therfozc with the other two ſhips to helpe them, they bought. 
awape al the men without hurte . Herc comming fp2ſt a land, 
they ſawe certapne men of the Jlande : who perceaupuge an 
bnknowen nation comminge towarde them, flocked together 
and ranne al into the thycke wooddes, as it hadde byn hares 
courced with archoundes . Owre men purſuing them, tooke 
onelp one woman, whom they bzought to the ſhyppes: where 
kpllinge her with meate and wpne, and apparelinge her, they 

let her departe to her company. Shoztlp after a greate multi 
tude of them came runnpnge to the ſhoze to beholde this newe 
nation, whom they thought to haue diſcended from heauen , 
They caſt them ſelues by heapes into the ſca,and came [wint- 
minge to the <yppcs,bzyngpng golde with them, which they 
chaunged with owre men foz erthen pottes,dzinking glaſles, 
popntes, pynncs, hawkes belles, lokinge glaTes, and ſuche 
other trifics. Thus growing to further familiaritie, owre men 
were honoꝛably entertepned of the kynge of that parte of the 
Jlande, whole name was Guaccanrillus : fo; it hath many kyn⸗ 
ges, as when Eneas arriued in Italp, he founde Leun dlui: 
ded into many kyngedomes and pꝛouinces, as Lativm, Mexeuti: 
um, Turuum, And Tarchontem, which were ſeperated with narow 
boundes, as ſhall moze largely apperc hereafter , At the euen 
tyde about the faulpng of the ſonne, when owre men went to 
pꝛaier, and kneled on their knees after the maner of the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, they dyd the lpke alſo, And after what maner ſo euer 
they ſawe them pꝛape to the crolle, thep folowed them in all 
poyntes as well as they coulde , Thep ſhewed much — 
tie towardes owre men: and helpen them with thep: lighters 
o2 ſmall boates (whiche they call Cnoas) to vnlade they bio 
ken werke And that with ſuche celeritie and cherefulneTe, 
that no rende foz frende, oz kynſeman foz kynſeman, in ſu⸗ 
che caſe moucd with pitie, coulde do moze, They} boatcs are 


made 
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made only of one tree, made holow with a certain ſharpe ſtone 
(foꝛ thep haue no pꝛon.) And are very longe and narowe. Ma 


tp affirme that they haue ſene ſome of them with foztic oꝛes. 


The wylde and myſchenous people called Canibales, 02 Caribes, 
whiche were accuſtomed to eatc mannes ficſſhe (and called of 
the olde wziters, Antbropophigi) moleſt them excedynglp, inua⸗ 
dynge they cauntrep, takpuge them captiue, kpllpng and ea: 
tyng them. As owre men ſapled to the Flandcs of theſe meke 
and humapne people, they lefte the Jlandes of the canibaes, in 
mancr in the middeſt of theyꝛ viage towarde the ſouth. They 
complayned that.theyz Jlandes were no leſſe vered with the 
incurſions of theſe manhuntyng c ubales when they go koꝛth 
8 roupnge to ſceke thepꝛ pꝛape: then are other tame beaſtes, 
of Lyons and Tigers. Such chyldꝛen as they take, they geld 
to make them fat as we doo. cocke chikpns and pounge hog: 
ges, and cate them when they are wel fedde : of ſuche as thep 
eate, they fpʒſt cate the intralles and extreme partes, as hin: 
des, feete, armes, necke, and heade. The other moſte flecſhp 
partes, thep pouder foꝛ ſtoze, as we do peſtelics of pozke and 
gammondes of bakon. pet do they abſtepne from eatpnge of 
women and counte it vple. Therfoze ſuche pounge women as 
they take, they kecpe fox increace, as we doo hennes to lepe 
egges . The olde women, they make theyꝛ dzudges. They of 
the Jlandcs (which we map nowe caul owres) bothe the men 
and the women when thep perceaue the Ces coming, haue 
none other ſhyfte but onelp to tlie: fog althoughe they vle ve⸗ 
ry ſharpe arrowes made of reedes, pet are thep of mall fozce. 
to repꝛeſle the furie of the Canibdes 2 fo cuen they them ſelues 
confelle, that tennc of the canibalt ate able to oucrcome. a hun 
dꝛeth of them if they encountre with them. Thepz meate is a 
certepne roote which they cal Ages: muche lyke a naucw roote 
in fourme and greatneſTe : but of ſweete tate, muche lpke a 
greene cheſtnutte , They haue alſo an other kynde of rootcs, 
whiche thep call 1c«, wherof they make bzcade in lyke ma: 
ner. They vſe Ages moe often roſted oz ſodden, then to make 
bꝛeade therof ; But they neuer eate 1«ce:, excepte it be firſte 
uiced and pꝛelled, (fo2 it is ful of lycoure) and then baked oz 
lodden. But this is to be marueled at, that the iupce of this 
roote is a popſon as ſtrong as Aconium, ſo that if it be dzonke

The languages of all the nations of theſe Jlandes, mape 
well be wiitten with our Latine letters .

Golde, Cauni , A good man, Tin. nothing 
Mayani , All other woꝛdes of theyꝛ language, they pꝛonounce 
as plapnely as we doo the Latine tongue. Jn theſe landes 
they founde no trees knowen vnto them, but pyne appe trees, 
and date trees: And thoſe of maruelous hepghr and exceding 
harde, by reaſon of the greate mopſinclTe and fatneſle of the 
grounde, with continuall and temperate heate of the ſonne, 
whiche endurcth ſo all the hole pere. They plapnelp affyzme 
the Jlande of Hiſp.riol« to be the moſt fruitetul lande that the 
deauen compaſſeth ahoutc, as ſhall moze largely appere herc:

They caule the ſea where 
this multitude of Flandes are ſituate, Archipelagus, Frome 
this tracte pzoceadinge fozrewarde, in the mpdde wape there

But they named it 1%. 8. Iobownis, Dpners of thepm whome 
we Had delpnered frome the Canibdes, Lapde that they were 
bozne in this Flande:affirminge it to be verp peopulons and 
frutefull, haninge alſo manpe kapꝛe wooddes and hauens. 
There is deadly hatred and continual battaple betwene them 
& the cnibdes, They haue no boates to paſſe from their owne 
coaſtes to the Cnibaes, But if it dee their chaunce to onercome 
them, when they make incurſion into thepz countrepe to ſeke 
their pꝛape (as it ſumtyme happencth, the foztunce of warre 
beinge vncertepne)they ſecue them with like ſauſe,rcquitinge 
deathe foz deathe.

Foz euen too farre of frome t 
Go2e, lay theſhippes at rode, as nigh as they could coniecture 
But owre men folowinge them with the ſhippeboates, by the 
ſame light ſeene on the ſhoze wherby the women were ledde, 
cooke thee of them: ſuppoſinge that Katharyne with the o⸗ 
ther koure, wente to Craccwarillus, Fax in the ſpzinge of the 
moꝛninge, certen mellengers beinge ſente to by the Admi 
rall, had intelligence that he was fledde with all his kamilie 
and ſtuffe, and the women allo. which thinge miniſtred fur: 
ther luſpection that he was conſentinge to the death of owre 
men. Wherfoze the Admirall ſente fozthe an 2 of three 
hundzethe men, ouer the which he ted one Melchior fo:

Melchior therfoze with = 
bus is ſought. enteringe into the countrepe by the rpuers and fcomuritige' the 
weichor. choꝛes, chaunced into certen croked goulfes defended with, d 
lyttle « Cliepe hilles, ſuppoſinge thae it had byn the mouth of 
ſum greate rpuer. He founde here alſo a verpe commodious 
and ſafe hauen, and therefoze named it Ports Begdis, They 
ſaye that the enteraunce of this is ſo cvooked and bendinge, 


that 
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that after the '(hippes are once within the ſame, whether 
they turne thẽ to the lefte hand, oꝛ to the rpght, they can not 
perceaue where thep came in vntyll they returne to the mouth 
of the ryuer: Although it be there lo bꝛode that thꝛee of the 
byggeſte veſſels may ſaple together on a froont, The ſharpe + 
high hilles on the one ſpde and on the other, ſo b2ake the 
wynde, that they were vncerten howe to rule thep2 ſaples. In 
the myddle gulfe of the rpuer, there is a pꝛomontorie oꝛ point 
of the lande with a plealaunte groue full of Popingayes and 
other by2des which bꝛeede therein and ſinge verpe ſweetlyc, 
They perceaued alto that two rpucrs of no ſmaule largencs 
fell into the hauen. Whyle they thus ſearched the lande be- 
twene bothe, Melchior eſpicd a High houſc a farreof, where 
ſuppolſinge that Cuiccarwillus had lyne hyd, he made towarde 
it. And as he was goynge, there mette hym a man with a 
frownpnge countenaunce and a grymme looke, with a hun: 
dꝛeth men folowpnge hym, armed with bowes and arrowes, 
and long and charpe ſtaues like iauelpnnes, made harde at 
the endes with fpze. Who appꝛochyng towardes owre men, 
fpake owte alowde with a terrpble vopce, ſapenge that they 
were Tan, (that is) noble men, and not cue. But when 
owre men had gyuen them ſignes of peace, they lefte bathe 
thepꝛ weapons and fiercenes. Thus geupnge eche of them 
certen haukes belles, they tooke it foz (ſo gre ate a rewarde, 

that they deſp2cd to enter bondes of nere frendeſhyppe with 
vs, and fcarcd not immediatly to ſubmitte them ſelues vnder 
owre power, and reſo2ted to our ſhyps with theyz pꝛeſentes. 
They that meaſured the houſe(beinge made in rounde forme 
fownde it to be from ſpde to ſpde, xxxii. greate paces, compa: 
{cd abowte with. xxx. other vulgare houſes, hauinge in them 
manp beames croſſe ouer, and couered with reedes of und p 
colours, wethed and as it were weaued with maruclous art 
when owre men aſked ſum of them where they myght tynde 
Cuaceanrillus, Thep aunſwered that that Region was none of 
his. But thepꝛ kynges beynge there pꝛelente. pet they layde 
they ſuppoſed that Guacouimnrillvs was gone from the plapne to 
the mountapnes.

on the other ſpde. In the ſandes of all theſe rpuers is fownd/ 
great plentye of goulde, which thinhabitantes of the ſame J 
landc which were with vs, gathered in this mancr. AJaking 

holes in the ſande with thepꝛ handes, a Tubette deape, and 

cakpnge vp lande with their lefte handes from the botome of 

the lame, they picked out grapnes of goulde with their ryght 

handes withowte anp moe arte 02 cunnpnge. And (o deline- 

red it to owre men: who affirme that many of them thus ga⸗ 

thcred, were as bygge as tarcs oz fytchis. And J mp ſelfe 
ſawe a made of rude goulde, (that is to ſap, ſuche as was ne 
ucr molten) lpae vnto ſuche ſtones as arc founde in the bot- 
tomes of rpucrs, weighinge nyne ownces, which Hoieds him 
ſelfe kownde. Beinge contented with thele ſignes, they retur 
ned to the Admitall to certifie him hereof. Fo2 the Admirall 
had commaunded vnder papne of punpſhement that they ſhuld 
meddlc no further then their commillion: which was only to 
ſcarche the plac es with their ſignes. Foꝛ the fame went that 
there was a certepne kynge of the mountapnes from whenſe 
thoſe rpuers had their faule, wham they caule Cacicus Caun boa 
that is., the loꝛd of the houſc of golde. Foz thep caule a houſe 
Eo, goulde, cum: and a kynge oꝛ Loꝛde, Cacicvs, as we haue 
lapde befo2c. They affirme that there can noo where be found 
better fyſſhe, noꝛ of mote pleaſant taſt, oz moze holſome then 
in theſe rpuers:alſo the waters of the ſame to be moſt Holſom 
to dꝛyn ke. Melchior hym [clfe towld me, that in the moneth of 
December, the days and nyghtes bee of equal length among 
the Carbales, But the ſphere oz circles of the heauen, agreeth 
not thervnto. Albeit that in the came moneth, ſume bpꝛdes 


make their neſtcs,and ume haue alredp hatched their egges 


by reaſon of the heate beinge rather continuall then extreme. 
De towldc me alio when J queſtioned with hym as concer- 
nynge the elcuation of the pole from the hozizontal lpne, that 
al the ſterres caulcd Pm 02 charles wapne, are hydde vn: 
der the Noꝛthe pole to the ces. And ſurely there retur: 
ned none from thenſe at this viage, to whome there is moze 


credit to be gyuen, then to this man. But if he Had byn ſkfl 
full in Aſtronomye, he ſhulde haue ſapde that the day was al 
moſte equall with the night. Foz in no place towarde the ſtay 
of the ſonne (cauled $Solficmn) can the night be equall with the 
day. And as fot them, thep neuer came under the Equinociiall, 
foz aſmuch as they had euer the noꝛthe pole theyꝛ gude, and 
euer eleuate in ſight abone the Horizozzd, Thus haue J bꝛicke⸗ 
lp wiitten vnto powre honoure,1s muche as J thought ſuch⸗ 
ciente at this tyme. And ſhall ſhoꝛtly hereatter (by Gods fa⸗ 
uoure) wꝛyte vnto pou moe largelp of ſuche matters as ſhal: 
be daply better knowen. Foz the admirall hym ſelfc (whome 
F vſe famplperly as my verpe frende) hathe pꝛompſed me by 
his letters, that he wyl gyue me knowlege of al ſuch t hynges 
as (hall chaunce. De hath nowe choſen a ſtronge place where 
he may buyld a Litic nere vnto a comodious hauen. And hath 
alredy buylded many houſes and a chapell in the whiche (as 
in a newe woꝛlde heretofoze voyde of all religion) god is dap 
ly ſerued with. xiii. pzecſtes accozdinge to the maner of owre 
churches, When the tyme nowe appzoched when he pꝛomp⸗ 
ſcd to ſcnde to the kynge and qucene, and hauynge pꝛoſpe⸗ 
rous wynde foz that purpoſe, ſent backe the. xii. Carauelles 
wherot we made mencion befoze it was no ſmaul hynderante 
and greefe, vnto hym: Eſpeciallp conſpderpnge the death of 
his men whom he lefte in the Jlande at the fyꝛſt vpage, wher 
by we are pet ignozant of many plates & other ſecretes wher⸗ 
of we —— o plc haue had further knowleage. But as 
ſhall reueale them agepne, ſo wyll J aduertpſe powe of 
the ſame. And that pou may the better knowe by conference 
had with the Apochecuries and marchaunt ſtrangers siropbenici- 


is, I haue ſent pou all kyndes of grapnes, with the barke g 
inner partes of that tree whiche they ſuppoſe to bee the Cina 
mome tree. And pk it be pour pleaſure to taſte cyther of the 
grapnes, 02 of the ſmault ſeedes the which you ſhoulde per:

partes, in maner cquall, ouerſprcadinge and wateringe the 
hole lande with their branches. Ok thete fdure , the 
one reacheth rowarde the Ealle. This the inhabitantes caule 
lunna: An other, towardethe Weſte,- and is cauled Arciburicus, 
The thirde to warde the Roꝛthe, named Lben: the Taſte rea⸗ 
cheth into the Southe, and is cauled NA. The dapc befoze 
the Jdes of Marche, the Admiral him ſelfe with al His hozſe 
men and fourt hundꝛeth fooremen, marched directly towarde 
the South ſyde of the goulden ion. Thus pa e oner 
the rpuer,the plaine and the mountayne which enutroned the 
other ſpde of the playne, he chaunced vpon an other vale the 
which a ryuer muche bygger then the fyzſte, and many other 
meane rpuers runne th:owgh, When he had allo conueighed 
his armpe ouer the rpuer and palled the ſeconde vale whiche 
was in no part inferiour to the firſte, he made away though 
the thirde mountapne, where was no paſſage befo2c,and del 
cended into an other vale which was nowe the beginninge of 
Cibans, Thꝛough this alſo runne many fluddes, and rpucrs, 
out of cuery hyll, and in the landes of theym all, is fownde 
great plentie of goulde.

Foz (as pie ſapth) 
Crocodiles haue ſumetpmes byn fownde of. rviti. cubettes 
longe. But of theſe the byggeſt were but ot. vin. kote. Thus be 
inge well rekrelſhed, they entered into the next woodde where 
they ko wunde manp of the ſame kynde of ſerpentes hangynge 
vppon bowghes of trees: of the which, ſume had theyꝛ mon: 
thes tyed with ſtrynges, and ſume thep2 teethe taken owte. 
And as thep ſearched the places nere vnto the hauen, they 
ſawe abowte.lxx. men in the toppe of a hyghe rocke, whiche 
fiedde as ſoone as they had eſpied owre men. Who by ſignes 
and tokens of peace, caul inge them agepne, there was one 
which came nere them and ftoode on the toppe of a rocke, ſee⸗ 
mynge as thowgh he were pet ferefull. But the Admiral ſent 
one Didacus to hym, a man of the ſame countrey, whom he had

After this 
ge was doone, there deſcended frome the rockcs to the 
ſhippes , abowt thꝛee ſcoze and ten of thinhabibitantes, pꝛo⸗ 
feringe frendeſhippe and gentelnes to owre men: whiche the 
Admirall accepted thankefullp, and gaue them dpucrs rewar 
des: And that the rather, foz that he Had intelligence by di; 
dacus thenterpꝛetoure, that thep were the kpnges fyſ[ſhers, ſent 
of theyꝛ lozde to take fpſſhe ageynſt a ſolemne feaſte which he 
epared foz an other kynge. And wheras the Admirales men 
ad eaten the fpſſhe whiche thep lefte at the fyze, they were 
the gladder therof, bycauſe they had lefte the lerpentes. Fox 
there is nothinge amonge theyz delicate dyſſhes, that they 
eſteeme ſo moe as theſc ſerpentes : Jn ſoo muche that it is 
no mote lawfull fo the common people to eate of them, then 
peacockes oꝛ pheſantes amonge vs. As fox the fpſſhes, they 
doubted not to take as many moze the ſame nyght, Beynge 
aſked why they fyꝛſt roſted the kyſſhe which they entended to 
beare to their kpnge. They anſwered, that they might bee the 
freſſher and vncoꝛtupted. Thus iopninge handes foz a token 


of further frendeſhip, euerp man reſozted to his owne. The

he fownd two natiue pꝛynges of freſſhe water. In the meane 
tyme whyle the woodde was cuttpuge and the barrelles fpt- 
png, one of owre archers went into the wood to hunt: where 


wen appare- he eſpped a certepne man with a whyte veſture, ſoo lpke a 


1. 1 fryer of thoꝛder of ſapnt Marpe of Mercedis, that at the fprite 


ſight he ſuppoſed it had byn the Admiralles pꝛeeſte which he 
bzowght with hym, beyng a man of the ſame oꝛder. But two 
other folowed hym immediatlpe owte of the ſame wooddes, 
ſhoꝛtly after, he lawe a farre of a hole coompanp of men clo: 
thed in apparel, deinge abowte.rrx.in nomber, Then turning 
his backe and crpinge owte to his felowes, he made haſte to 
the ſhyppes with all that hempght dꝛyue. Theſe apparelled 
men, made ſignes and tokens to hym to tary and not to bee 
afrapde, But that notwithſtandinge, he ceaſed not to flye, 
The Admirall beinge aduertiſed hereof, and not a lyttle reioy 
ſpnge that he had fownde a ciuile people, in continently ſent 
forth armed men, with commaundement, that pk neede ſhould 
ſoo requpꝛe, they ſhulde enter koꝛtie mples into the Jlande, 
vnt yl they myght fynde eyther thoſe apparelled men, oꝛ other 
inhabitantes of that countrey. When they hadde palled oner 
the woodde, they came into a greate playnt full of graſſe and 
herbes, in which appeared no token of any pathe wap. Here

attemptinge to goo tho wah the graſſe and herbes, they were 

ſoo entangled and bewꝛapte therin, that they were ſcarſely a g,aſe almoſt 
ble to palſe a mple, the gralle beinge there lyttle lower then as hyghe as 
owꝛe rppe coꝛnt. Beinge therfoze werped, they were enfozced cone. 

to returne agepne, fyndyng no pathe way. The dap folowing 

he ſent fooꝛth . xxv. armed men an other way: Lommaunding 

them to make diligent ſcarche and inquiſition what maner of 

people inhabited the land. Who departinge, when they had 

fownde not farre from the ſea ſyde certepne ſteppes of wylde Se pes of 
beaſtes, ot the which they ſuſpected ſum to bee of Lyons feete wyld beaſtes 
being ſtriken with feare,returned backe agepne. As they came feete. 

they fownde a woodde in the which were many natiue vines uc vines 
here and there crepinge abowte highe trees, with many other 
trees bearinge aromaticall fruites and ſppces. Of theſe vines 
they bzowght with theminto Spaine many cluſters of grapes Trees bes: 
very ponderons and full of lycoure, But of the other fruites, n fuel 
thep bzowght none bycauſe they putrified by the wape in the fruites. 
ſhippe, and were caſte into the ſea, They ſape alſo that in the 
laundes 02 medowes of thoſe wooddes, they ſawe flockes of 
grcate cranes twple as bygge as owres, As he went fozward 
and turned his ſaples towarde certepne other mountaiues, he 
eſpicd two cotages on the ſhoze, in the whiche he ſawe onel 
one man: who beinge bzowght to the (yppe, ſignified wit 
Heade, fpngers, and by al other ſignes, that he coulde deuiſe 
that the lande which lay beyonde thoſe monntapnes, was ve⸗

gold weigh- mans fyſt, weighing. xx. vnces. This golde was not fownde 
eue in the banke of that rpucr, but in a heape of dzye earthe : and

They 
i alkyzmed that it wapde moze then three hundzeth po 85

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weight, after, viii. vnces to the pownde, It was fownde in wia poyſon. 
the howſe of a certen pꝛynce, and lefte hym by his pzedeceſ: fo m ther 
tours. And albeit that in the dayts of thinhabitantes pet li: tyme in greg: 
upnge, Eledrm was no where digged, yet knewe they where ter eſtimation 
the mpne therof was: but owze men with muche adoo, conlde then golde. 
hardely cauſe them to ſhewe them the place, they boꝛe them The myne of 
=_ pꝛiuie hatred . pct at the length, they bzowghe theym Ae ctrum. 
to the mpne,bepng nowe ruinate and ſtopped with ſtones and 
rubbiſſhe. It is muche caſicr to dygge then is the iren myne:

men ſkpifull therin, were appopnted therto. Not farre from N 
the fow2e of Conception, in the ſame mountapnes, is fownd ber is taken. 
great plentic of Amber:and owte of certen rockes of the ſame out of greate 
diſtilleth a ſubſtance of the pelowe coloure whiche the papy: Whale fiſhes 
ters vſe , Not karre from theſe mountapnes are manp greate Oipement oz 
wooddes, in the which arc none other trees then bzaſile, whi er. 
che the Italians caule verzino. But here perhappes (right no woogges of 
ble pzpnce) powe wolde aſke what ſhoulde be the.cauſe, that bꝛaſile trees. 
where as the Spanyardes haue bzought owte of theſt Jlan- 
des certen ſhyppes laden with bzaſile, ſumwhat of — 
pine cotton, a quantitie of amber, a lyttel golde, and ſum ſp 
ces, wh they haue not bzoughte ſuche plentie of goldc and 
ſuche other ryche marchaundies as the fruitfulnelTe of theſe 
regions ſeeme to pzomille. To this q anſwere, that when 
Colonus the admirall was lpkewiſc demaunded the cauſe herc- 
of, he made anſwere that the Spanpardes whiche he tooke 
with him into theſe regions, were gpuen rather to lepe,plep, 
and pdleneſCe, then to laboure: And were moze ſtudious of \c: xzicencinines 
dition and newes, then delpꝛaus of peace and quietneũſc:alſo of to much li⸗ 
that beynge gyuen to lyccnciouſnes, they rebelled & fozſooke bertie 
hym, fyndpnge matter of falſc accuſations agapnit hym, bp: 
cauſe he went aboute to repzelſe theyz owtragionſenes, 
By reaſon wherof he was not pet able to bxcake the power of 
the inhabytantes, and freely to poſſeTe the full dominion of 
the Jlande, And theſe hynderaunces to be the cauſe that hi⸗ 
therto the gapncs haue [carſely counteruaplecd the charges. And this on. 
Albeit, cuen this pere whple J wꝛpte thcle thynges at owe ly gathered ⁊ 
requeſte, they gathered in twoo moonethes the ſumme of a nt &:gged 
thouſande and twoo hundꝛeth poundes weight of golde. But eee 
bycauſe we intende to ſpcake moze largely of theſe W 
in thepz 
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in theyꝛ plate, we wyll nowe retourne from whenſe we Have 
digreTed, When the inhabitantes perceaued that they could 
by no mcanes Hake the poke from their neckes, they made hũ 
ble ſupplication to the Adnurall that they mpghi ſtande to 
theyz tribute, and apply them ſelucs to reincreaſe the fruites 
of theyꝛ countrep, beinge nowe almoſte waſted., Be graunted 
them theyꝛ requeſte: and appoynted ſuch oꝛ der that eucry Ke 
gion ſtulde paye their tribute, with the commodities of theyz 
countreys, accoꝛ dinge to theyꝛ poꝛtion, and at ſuche tyme as 
they were agreed vppon. Eut the violent kaminc dpd fruſtrate 
all theſc appopntmentes. F oꝛ all the trauaples of thepz bo: 
nyes, were ſcarſely able to ſuffice to fynde them mate in the 
wooddes, whereby to ſuſteyne theyꝛ lyues, beinge of longe 
tyme contented with rootes and the fruites of: wylde trees; 

vet manpe oft the kynges with theyz people, euen in this cx- 
treme neceſſitie, bzowghr parte of thepz tribute: Moſte hum⸗ 
bly deſpzinge the Admicall to haue compaiTion of thepz cala⸗ 
mitics, and to beart with them pet a whyle, vntpll the Jland 
were reſtoꝛed to the owlde tate. jP2zomyſinge furt ger, that 
that which was nowe wantinge, ſtulde then bee dowble re⸗ 
compenſed. But fewe of the inhabitantes of the mountapnes 
of Cibaus, kepte theyꝛ pꝛompſe, bycauſe they were ſozer op⸗ 
pꝛelled with fanune then any of the other. They ſape, that 
the inhabitantcs of theſe mountapnes, differ no leſTe in ma⸗ 
ners and language from them which dwel in the playnes,the 
amonge vs, the ruſticalles of the countrey from gentylmen of 
the courte: wheras not withſtandinge, they lyue bothe as it 
were vnder one poꝛtion of heuen, and in many thinges, much 
after onc faſſhion, as in nakednes, and rude limplicitie. But 
nowe lette vs returne to Camnabos, the kynge of the howſe of 
golde, beinge in captiuitie. When he perccaued him ſclfe to be 
caſte in pzpſon, fretinge and gratinge his teethe as it had bin 
a lyon of Lilia, and dapelp and nightlye deuiſinge with hym 
ſelfe howe he t bee delpuered, beganne to perſuade the 
Admirall, that foz as muche as he had nowe taken vnto his 
dominion the Regid of Cip.nz< 02 Ciba (wherof he was king) 
it chalde bee cxpedicut to ſende thyther a garrpſon of Chꝛiſti⸗ 
an nien, to defend e the ſame from the incurſions of his owld 
enempes and boꝛderers. Fox ne ſapde, that it was ſignyfied 


vnto hymn, that the countrepe was waſted and ſpoylcd with 
ty lc 
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fuche ſnciirfions, By this crafty deniſe, he thought to haue 
bzowght to palle, that his bother whiche was in that regy- 
on, and the other his kpnſcfolkes and frendes with their ad: 
herentes, (houlde haue taken, cyther by llepghte oz foꝛce, as 
many of owꝛe men, as t haue redeemed hym. But the 
Admpꝛall vnderſtandpnge his crafty mcanpnge, ſente Hoieds 
with ſuche a of men, as might vanquihe the Liba- 
nians, if they ſhulde mone warre agepnſte them. Owꝛe men 
had ſcarſcly entered into the Region, but the bꝛother of c 
naboa came agenſte them with an armie of fpue thouſande na: 
ked menne, armed after theyz maner with clubbes, arrowes 
typte with bones, and ſpeares made harde at th endes with 


fpie . De ſtole vpon owe men bepng in one of thepz howſes : 
and encamped rownde about the ſame on cuerp ſpdc. This Ci 
bauian, as a man not ignozant in the diſciplpne of warre, a: 
bowte = — of 8 furlonge — how r his 
armpe into fyue bataples, appo co etterp of them a cic 
cuite by equal diniſion: And placed the froont of His owne ba 
taple, directipe agcpnſt owre men. When he had thus ſet his 
batayles in good arrap, he gaue ccrtepne ſignes that the hole 
armp ſhulde marche ko warde in oꝛder with equal paces, and 
with a larome p aſlaple theyꝛ enemies, in ſuch ſoꝛt that 
none might eſcape. But owre men iudginge it better to en: 
counter with ont of the bataples, then co abpde the bunt of 
= hole armp, gaue onſet on the mapne bataple arangedin 
the plapne, auſe that place: was moſt commodious foz 
the hozſcmen. When the hoꝛſemen therfoze Hadde gyuen the 
rge, they oucrth3ewe them with the bzeſtes of rhepx Hoz- 
ſes, and lewe as manp as abode thende of che fpghr. The re 
ſidue beinge ſtryken with feare, diſparcled, and fledde to the 
mountapnes and rockes : from whenle they made a pptifull 
houlpnge to owre men, deſpzinge them to ſpare them: pꝛote⸗ 
linge that they wolde neuer moe rebelle, but doo what ſo e- 


ner they woulde commaunde them, if they wolde ſuffer theim 


to lyue in thepʒ owne countrev. Thus the bzother of Caun«bos 

beinge taken, the Admirall licenccd the people to rcſozte eue⸗ 

ry man to his owne. Theſe thinges thus foꝛtunatelp atchiued 

this Region was pacified. Amonge thoſe mountapnes, the 

vale which cue inhabited, is cauled gen-, and is exce⸗ 

dynge fruitfull: hauinge in it many * ſpringes von FP: 
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ners, in the lande wherof, is ko wude great plentie of golde. 
The ſame ycare in the mooneth of June, they ſape there roſe 
ſuche a boyſtous tempeſte of wynde from the ſowthcaſte, as 
hath not lyghtly ben harde of : The violence hereof was ſuch 
that it pluckcd vppe by the roocs what ſo cuer greate trees 
were within the reache of the foꝛce therof. When this whirle 
wynde came to the hauen of the citie, it beate downe to the 
bottome of the ſea, three ſhippes which lay at anker, & bzoke 
the cables in ſundꝛe: and that ( which is the greater marnait) 
without any ſloꝛme oꝛ rowghnes of the ſea, onelp turnpnge 
them thꝛee o2 foure tymes abowte. The inhabitantcs alſo af- 
firme, that the ſame peare, the ſca extended it ſelfe further in 
to the lande, and roſe higher then euer it dyd befoꝛe by the 
memoꝛp of man, by the ſpace of a cubet. The people therkoze, 
muttered amonge them ſclue3, that owre nation hadde trow⸗ 
bled the elementes, and cauſed ſuch poꝛtentous lignes. Theke 
tempeſtes of the aycr (which the Brecians caule Tiphones, that 
is, whyꝛle wyndes) they caule, faracanes: which they ſap, doo 
oftcn tymes chaunce in this Jlaude: But that nepther+ they 
noꝛ they? great grandtathers ener {awe ſuche violent and fu⸗ 
rious furacunes, that plucked vppe greate trees by the rootes: 
Neyther pet ſuche ſurges and vehement motions on the ſea, 
that ſoo waſted the lande. As in deede it may appeare, foz as 
muche as, where lo euer the ſea bankes are nete to any plaine 
there are in maner euerp where, flouſhing medowes reachin 


The death of tuen vnto the ſhoze, But nowe let vs returne to C. AS 
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kynge c therefoze and his brother ſhoulde haue binne 
bzowght into Spapue, they dyed by the waye foz verpe pen: 
ſpuencs and anguyſhe of mynde. The Admiral, whoſe ſhippes 
were dꝛowned in the fozſapde tempcſte,perccauinge him ſelfe 
to bee nowe encloſed, c6maunded foozthwith two other ſhip⸗ 

es (which the Spaniardes caule Co-4vels) to bee made. Foz 

e had with hym, all maner of artificers perttyninge therun⸗ 
to. Whyle thele thinges were dooinge, he ſcne foozth Buytbols 
meus Colonus his byother, beinge leauetenaunt of the Jlande, 
with an army of men to ſearche the golde mynes beinge dy: 
tant thꝛee ſ[coze leaques from the citie of elle, which were 
fownde by the conducte of certepne pcople of the ande, bee: 
foze the mynes of Cipunge 02 Cibaua, were knowen. In theſe 


es, thep lobende cerepue deepe prtes which had ben dig 
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ged in dwlde tyme, owte of theſe pyttes, the Admirall (who 
affirmeth this ande of Hiſperiols to bee Ophir, as we haue 
ſapde befoꝛe) ſuppoſeth th it Salomon the kynge of Kierw/lem 
had his greate ryches of golde whecrof we reede in the owilde 
teſtamente: And that his ſhippes ſayled ro this Ophir by the 
goulfe of Perſi« cauled Sinus Perſicus. But whether it bee ſoo 02 
not, it lyeth not in me to indge, but in my opinion it is farre 
of. As the myners dygged the ſuperkiciall oz vppermoſt parte 
of the carthe of the mpnes, durpnge koꝛ the ſpace ot. vi. miles, 
and in dpuers places ſptted the ſame on the * lande, they 
fownde luch plentie of golde, that euerp hyzed labourcr could 
taſelp fpnde euery dap, the wepght of there dzammes, Theſe 
mynes beinge thus ſcarched and fownde, the Licuetenaunte 
certifped the Admirall hereof by his letters. The which when 
he had receaued the. v. dape of the Jdes of Marche. Anno. 
14-95. he entered into his newe chippes, and tooke his viage 
directly to Spapne to aduertiſe the kpnge of all His affapzes, 
lcauinge the holt regiment of the Aland with his bzother the 
Lieuetenaunte, 1 2000 of 0

Fter the Admpꝛalles departpng into Spain 
his Bꝛother the Licuetenaunte, buplded'A 
fozteTe-in the golde mpncs; as he had com? 
maunded hym. This he cauled the golden 
towze, bycauſe the labourcrs fownde gol de 
in the earth and ſfone wherof they made the 
— 2 waules of the foztreſſe, He conſumed thice 
monethes in makynge the inftrumentcs wherwith the golde 
chul de bee. gathered, waſhed, tryed, and molten. yet was he 
at this tyme bp reaſon of wantc of vitaples,cnfozced to [rave 
all thynges imperkecte, and to goo ſteke fox mcare. Thus as 
he with a bande of armed men, had entered thzce ſcoze mples 
further within the lande, the people of the countrep here and 
there reſoztpnge to hym, gaue hym a certen poztion of thepz 
bzeade in erchange foz other of owꝛe thynges. But he coulde 
not long tary here, bicault they lacked meate in thefozerefe, 
wbyther he haſted with ſuch as he had now 7. 10 os 
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therkoꝛe in the fortrelle a garrpſon of tenne men, with ther 
poꝛtion of the lande bzeade whiche pet remapned, leaupnge 
alſo with them a hownde to take thoſe kyndes of lyttle bea⸗ 
ſtes which they caule vis, not muche vnlpke owꝛe conpes, he 
returned to the foztreſTe ok Conception. This alſo, was the 
moonthe wherin the kynge ou ionexius, and alſo Mute xu, 
bazthercr vnto hym, \tulde haue bzought in thep tributes. 
Nemapnynge there the hole moonthe of June, he eracted the 
hole tribute of thcle twoo kinges, and vptaples neceſſacp fox 
hym and ſuche as he bzought with hym, whiche were abowt 
fourc hundꝛer h in number. Shoxtelp afrer;abowte the calen⸗ 
des of Julyt, thert came thee Caraueles from Spapne,bzin- 
gynge with them ſundzp kyndes of vitayles, as wheate, ople 
wpne, bacon, and marckelmas beafe : whiche were ded 
to euerp man accoꝛdynge as neede required. Sum alſo was 
loft in the cariage foz lacke of good lookyng too. At the arrp⸗ 
uall of theſe ſhyppes, the licuctenaunte receaued commaund⸗ 
ment from the kynge and the Admprall his bꝛother, that he 
with his men ſhulde remoue thepz Habitation to the ſowthe 
ſpde of the Jlande, bycauſe it was nerer to the golde mpnes: 
Alſo that he ſhoulde make dilpgent ſcarche fot thoſe kynges 
whichc had Japne y Chꝛiſhan men, and to ſendc them with 
thepz conkederates, bownd into Spapne. At the nerte vpage - 
therfoze, he ſent rhzec hundꝛeth captines with thiee Ringes: 
And when he had diligently ſearched the coaſtes of the ſoutly 
ſyde, he tranſpoztcd his habitation, and buplded a koꝛtreſſe 
has vpon the toppe of a hyll, neere vnto a (ure hauen. 
This foztreCTe, he cauled Capnt Dominikes towꝛe. Jnto this 
— runneth A rpuer of — water, replenpſhed with 
undzpe kyndes of good fpiſſþcs, They affpzme this rpuer to 
haue many benefptes of nature. For, where ſo ener it runneth 
all thynges are excedynge pleaſaunte and fruitful! : 
on euerp ſyde, grones of date trees, and dpuers other of the 
lande frutes ſo p p, that as thep ſapled alonge by 
the ſhoze, often tymes the bzanches therof laden with flow: 
res a fruites, hunge ſoo otter thepz headts, that they mighte 
plucke them with theyz handes. Alſo that the frutefulncs of 
this grownde.,1is epther equall with the ſople of Fſabella, oz 
better. In 1/«ells, He lefte only certepne ſicue men and ſhi 
wz1zhics, whom he had apponyed to make certepne ange 
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The reſidne of his men, he conneighed to the ſowth, to ſaine 
Dominickes towꝛe. After he had buplded this foztreiTe, lea⸗ 
ninge t a garrpſon ot᷑.xx. men, he with the remanent of 
his ſouldiers, pzepared them ſclnes to ſcarche the inner par⸗ 
tes of the Weſte ſyde of the lande, hythcrto knowen onely 
by name, Therfoze abowte.xxx. leaques, (that is) foure ſcoze 
and tenne myles from the koꝛtreſſe, he chaunced on the rpuer 
Nibs, whiche we ſapde to deſcende from the monuntapnes of 
Cibavs, tpght towarde the ſowth, by the myddeſt of the JFland, 
When he had oucrpaſſed this ryuer with a coompanpe of ar: 
med men dinided into, xxv. decurions, that is, tenne in a com 
pany with thepz capitaynes, he ſcent two decurions to the re- 
gions of thoſe kinges in whoſe landes were the great woods 
of bzaſile trees, Inclpninge towarde the lefre de, t 
fownde the woodes, entered into them, and felled the 
and p2ecious trees, which were to that dap, vntouched. Eche 
of the decurions fplled certepne of the Jlande howſes with 
the trunkes of bzaſile, there to be reſerued vntyll the ſhyppes 
came which ulde cary them away. But the Licuettnaunt di 
rectinge his iournep towarde the rpght Hande,not farre from 
the bankes of the rpuer of Nabs, fownde a ccrtepne kynge 
whoſe name was Beuchius Anacauchos, encamped ageynlt thinha: 
bitantes of the pzonince of Naa, to ſubduc them vnder his do 
minton, as he had doone — other kynges of the ande, 
boꝛtherers vnto hym: The palaice of this great kynge, is cau 
led 2r:gx ; and is ſituate towarde the Welle ende of the J 
lande, diſtante from the rpuer of Naibs, xxx. leaques. All the 
mpuces which dwell betwene the Weſte ende and his palaice, 
are ditionaries vnto hym. All that Region from N to the 
furtheſte marches of the weſte, is vtterly withowte golde, al: 
thowgh it bee full of mountapnes. When the kpnge had elpi⸗ 
ed owre men, lapinge a parte his weapons, & gyuinge ſignes 
of peace, he ſpake gentelly to them, wang po whether it 
were of tie oz fcare) and demaunded of thẽ what they 
woolde haue. The Lieuctenaunte aunſwered : That he ſhulde 
pape tribute to the Admirall his bzother , in the name of the 
Lhziſtian kynge of Spapne, To whom he ſapde : Howe can 
powe an re that of me, whereas neuer a Region vnder my 
dominion bzingeth foozth golde. Foz he had harde, that there 
was a ſtrange nation entered into the . whiche — 
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greate ſcarche foꝛ golde. But he ſuppoſed that thep deſpzet

The Ad mirall alſo afirmeth, that from the clime of the great 
hcatc and vnholſome aper, he euer aſcended by the backe of Joo ng 
the ſea, as it were by a hygh mount apne towarde heauen. pet eayne. = j 
in all this tyme, coulde he not once ſec any lande. But at the 
length, the dap befoze the Calendes of July, the watcheman 
loo kynge fooꝛth of the toppecaſtell of the greateſt Hyppe,cry: 
ed owre alowde foz top that he c[pped thrice excedynge hyghe 
mountapnes : Erhoztinge his felowes to bee ef good cheere, 
and put away all penſiuenes. Foz they were very heaup and 
ſozowfull, as well fo the greefe which they ſuſtepned bp rea 
ſon of thintollerablc heate, as alſo that then freſhe water fap vHeate caus 
led them, which ranne owte at the ryftes of the barels, cay: ſeth the bar 
ſed by extreme heate as we haue ſapde. Thus beinge wel con: reis to bꝛent. 
fozted, they dꝛewe to the lande. pet at thepz fyꝛſt appꝛoche, | 
they coulde not arrpue bp reaſon of the fhalownes of the ſea 
nere the ſhoze. pet lookyng owte of theyꝛ ſhyppes, they might 
well perccane th it the Region was inhabptcd and well cultu 
red. Foz they ſawe Ycrp fapze gardens, and plcaſaunte me⸗ 
dowes : frome the trees and herbes wherof, when the mo2- 
npuge dewes beganne to ryſe, there pzoccaded manye ſweere none e fas | 
ſauoures. Twentie mples diſtant from henſe, they chaunced 4yn3e frome 
into a hauen, verye apte to harbozowe ſhippes, but it had no the lande. 
ryuer runninge into it. Saplinge on pet lumwhat further, he 
fownde at the lengthe a commodious hauen wherin he might 
repap2e his ſhippes and make pꝛouiſion of freſſhe water and 
tuell. Arcndis cauleth this lande . Thep fownd no houſes The Jland e 
nere vnto the hauen but innumerable ſteppes of certein wilde Pts. 
beaſtes fecte, of the which thep fownde one deade much lyke 
a goate. The dap folowynge, they ſawe a Lanoa commpuge people of 
a tarre of, hauinge in it.xxiin, younge men of gadly cozpoꝛa⸗ ee 
ture & high ature, al armed with targets, bowes ꝶ arrowes nere 1 ede 
The hcare of theyꝛ. heds, was loge & plaine, cutte on the fox quinocualtl, 
heade much after the maner of the 2 — Thcpꝛ punic 
partes were concred with fillettes of gollamppne cotton, of 
ſundzp coloures enterlated: And were belpde 1 ouer 2 
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Dere the Admirall conſideringe with hym ſclfe the cozpoza⸗ 
ture of this people and nature of the lande, he bcleaued the 
lame to bee ſoo muchthe nerer heauen then other Regions of 
the lame paralelle, a nd further remoued from the groſſe va- 
pours of the vales and marpl ſhes, howe muche the hygheſte 
toppes of the byggeſt monntaynes are diſtante from the deepe 
vales, Foz he erneſtlp attirmeth, that in all that namgation, 
he neuer wente owte of the paralelles of Ethiope: So greate 
difference is there betwene the nature of thinhabitantes and 
of the ſoples of dyuers Regions all vnder one clyme oz para⸗ 
lelle: as is to ſce betwene the people and regions being in the 
firme lande of Ethiope, and theym of the Jlandes vnder the 
ſame clime, hauinge the pole ſtarre eleuate in the ſame degree, 
Foꝛ the Ethiopians are all blacke, hauinge thepꝛ heare curld 
moe lpke wulle then heare. But theſc people of the Jland of 
Puta (beinge as J haue ſapde vnder the clyme of Ethiope) are 
whpte, with longe heare, and of pelowe colour. Wherfoze it 
is apparente, the cauſe of this ſoo greate diſkerence, to bee 
rather by the diſpoſition of the earthe, then conſtitucion of 
heaucn, Foz wee knowe, that ſnowe faulcth on the moun⸗ 
tapnes of the Equinoctiall oz burnte lync, and the ſame to en 
dure there continually : We knowe lypkewyſe that thinhabi⸗ 
tantcs of the Regions farre diſtante frome that lyne towarde 
the nozthe, are moleſted with greate Heate. 
C The Admiral that he myght allure the pounge men to him 
with gentelnes, ſhewed them lokpnge glaſſes, fap2c æ bʒight 
veſſellcs of copper, haukes belles, and ſuche other thynges 
vnknowen to them, But the mo2e they were cauled, ſo much 
the moze they ſuſpected crafte and deceate, and fledde backc- 
warde. pet dyd they with greate admiracion beholde owre 
men and thecpz thpnges, but fipll hauinge their ozes in thepz 
handes redy to flyc, when the Admirall ſawe that he coulde 
by no meancs allure the by gyftes, he thought to pꝛoue what 
hc coulde do with muſicall inſtrumentes: and therekoze com: 
maunded that they which were in the greateſt ſhippe, ſbulde 
play on thepꝛ dꝛummes and ſþalmes. But the pounge men ſup 
poſinge this to bec a token of battaple, lefte theyz ozes, and 
in the twynlynge of an epe hadde put theyz arrowes in theyz 
bowes and thepz targettes on they} armes: And thus direc: 
tinge they} arrowes towarde owre men, ſtoode in expectacis 
to 
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to knowe what this nopſe mpght meane.Olvre men lpkewike 
preparinge theyꝛ bowes and arrowes, appꝛoched toward the 
by lyttle and lyttle, But they departinge ktom the Admirals 
ſbippe, and truſtinge to the derteritie of thepz oꝛes came ſoo 
neare one of the lelle ſhippes, that one of theym plucked the 
clooke from the gouernour of that ſhippe, and as wel as they 
coulde by ſignes, requyzed hym to coome alande, pzompſinge 
fepth that thep wolde common with hym of peace, But when 
they ſawe hym goo to the Admirals ſhippe whether he went 
to aſke leaue that he might common with them, ſuſpectinge 
hearebp ſume further deceate, they lept immmediatlp into the 
Lanoa, and fledde as ſwypft as the wpnde. So that to con: 
clude, they coulde by no meanes be allurcd to familiaritie. 
wWherfoze the Admirall thowght it not conuenient to beſtowe 
any longe tyme there, at this vyage. No greate ſpace frome 
this Jlande, euer towarde the weſte, the Admirall ſaith he 
fownde ſo owteragious a faule of water, runninge with ſuch 
a violence from the Eaſtc to the Weſte, that it was nothynge 
infcrioure to a myghty ſtreame faulpnge from hyghe moun:

Owte of 
theſe ftreyghtes, iſſhewed no leſſe foꝛce of freſſhe water whi⸗ 
che encounteringe with the laulte, dyd ſtrpue to palle fooꝛth:

Foz the 
mouthe of this rpuer of oe, is onlpe (yght degrees diſtante 
from the Equizoctiall lyne: So that the commone ſotte of owre 
men, ſcarſelp perceaue anye difference in lengthe berwene the 
day and nyght all the hole peare. But bycauſe thep are igno⸗ 
rant in aſtronomite, they can perceaue noo ſmaule difercnce. 
Xherfoze wee neede not much paſſe if the degree do differ ſum 
what from thepz opinion, foz aſmuche as the diffcrence can 
not bee greate, The day after that they arrpued ar the lande. 
they ſapled alonge by the ryuer, where they founde a greate 
thicket of recdes continuimge foz the ſpace of a myle in length 
ſuppoſing (as it channced in derde) that the boꝛtherers there 
aboute which had fledde, had eyther lyue lurkpnge there, 03 
els to haue hyd they: luffe amonge thoſe reedes : : 
pon, armpnge them ſclues with yep} targettes, fo feare of 
the people lyinge in ambulſhe, they ſcarched the thicket dily: 
gently, and founde it withowte men, but replenpſbed wit 
houſeholde flute and golde. They fownde alſo a great 
tude of ſheetes, made of the ſpike oz cotton of the goTampine 
tree. Lykewyſe dpuers kyndes of veſfcls and tooles made of 
bwoodde, and many of earth : Alſo many bzeſie plates of gold 
and ouches wzought after theyz maner, to the ſum of a hum: 
dzeth and twoo pounde weight. Foz they alſo take pleaſure 
in the bewtie of gold, and wozke it very artificially, although 
it bee not the pzice of thynges amonge them as with WIE 
haue it owte of other Regions fog exchannge of ſuch thyng 
as theyz contrep bʒingeth furthe. Foz ſuche Ucgions as h aue 
pare of bzeade and goTampine, lacke goldc ; And ſuche as 
2pnge furth golde, art fog the moſt parte rowght with mon: 


tapnes and rockes, and therfoze baren. And thus they exer:⸗ 


tile marchandies withowte the vſe of money. Ueiopſing ther 
fore with double gladdenes, aſwell in char they ſawe greate 
lpkenes of golde, as alſo that foztune hadde ockered them ſoo 
fap1e and frutefull a contrep, thep ſent foz they felowes wh 
they hadde let te bekoze in the tale ſyde of 1 ”ö of vrch 
6 | l.

tepne to theym onelp. The Laſtilians argued on the contrarie 
parte, that what ſo euer god by the miniſtratio of nature hath 
created on the earth, was at the begpnnpnge common emong 
men: And that it is therkoꝛe lawfull to every man to poſſeſe 
ſuche landes as are vopd of Chꝛiſtian inhabitours. hyle 
the matter was thus vncerteynly debated,bothe parties agre 
ed that the controuerſie ſhulde bee decerned by the · bylſhope of 
Nome, and plighted faithe to ſtande to his arbitrimente. The 
kyngedome of Caſtile was at that tyme goucrned by that 
great Qucene Hliſabeth with Her huſbande ! for the rotalme of 
Laſhle was her dowerpe. Shee alſo and the kynge of oz: of Rome vin: 
tugale, wert coſyn germapnes of two ſyltcrs: by reaſon wher deth the land 
of the dillention was moe eaſely pacified. By thallent ther 
fore of both parties, Alexander the byſhop Rome, the. vi. of 
that name, by thautozite of his leaden bull, dꝛewe a right line 
from the Noꝛth to the South a hundeth leaques weſtwarde 
withowte the paralcllcs of thoſe Jlandes whiche arc cauled 
Coput viride o Cabouerde, Within the campaſe of this lyne (al: 
thowgh ſoomme denpe it) faulethe the poynte of this lande 
wherot we haue ſpoken, which they caule C Sancti Avpuſiini, 
otherwple cauled Promontorium Sant Auguſtini, that is, ſapnt Au⸗ 
guſtines cape oꝛ poynte. And therfoze it is not lawful fo the 
Caſlilians to faſten foote in the begiunynge of that lande. vin: 
centius Annex therfoze, departed from thenſe, beinge aduertiſed 
of thinhabit antes, that on the other ſyde of the hyghe moun- 
tapnes towarde the South, lpinge befo1e his eyes, there was 
a Region cauled Cin, which bzowght koozth greate plentie 
of golde. Of certepne captiues whiche he tooke in the goulfe 
of paria (which cert euly pertepneth to the domimon of Caſtile) 
he bzowght ſume with hym to Hiſpeniole, and lefte them with 
the pounge Admirall to lerne owre language, But he hym 
ſrlfc, repapzed to the courte to make erneſt ſute to the kynge 
that by his fauoure, he myght bee gouernour of the land of 
Saxtti Iotunnis (otherwpte cauled Burichena, beinge diſtante from 
rip emol a Onelp.xx v. Itaques) bycauſe he was the fyꝛſt fpnder 
of golde in that lande. Befoze Vizcenrizs made ſute fot this 
office, one Dou Lhuſtopher a Poꝛtugale, the onne of the 
countie of /C:avgns, was gouernoure of the Jlande: whom the 
Canibales of the other Mandes llewe, with all the Chuan

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men that were in the ſame, excepte the byſhop and his kamilt⸗ 
ers, which fledde and ſhykted koz them ſelues, koꝛſakypnge the 
ohurch and all the oznamentes thereof, Foz powre holpnes 
hath conſecrated kpuc byſhoppes in thele Jlandes at the re: 
queſt of the moſt catholpke kpnge. In suo Doninico being the 
chicke citie of Hiſp.mols, G.rſic de Padill., a reguler fryer of the 02: 
der of ſapnt Fraunces, is byſhop. In the towne of Concepti: 
on, doctoz Petrus Xwarez Of Deza: And in the lande of ſapnte 
John oz Burichens, Alfonſus Manſus f licenciate, beinge bothe ob: 
ſeruantes of thinſtitucion of ſapnt Peter. The fourth, is fryer 
Barnarde of Meſ:, a man of noble parentage, bozne in Toledo, 
a pzcacher, and by bop of the Jlande of cu.

they bioughee witch the! when aloe men had guuen they 
lygnes of peate they ca f wymmpnge to the chpppes and 
del pied to barter with them by exchaunge. The admpꝛali to 
allure them to frend hippe, gaue them many ot owe thinges: 
But thep refuſed them; lu pectyngt umme diſceate thereby 
bycauſc he waolde not cecepuetheits. hey wꝛonghte all by 
ſygnes: konom vnderdoode nat a woorde ot the athers lan: 
guage, Suche gyktes as wert ente them, thep let te ou the 
ſhoꝛe and wookde: cake no pare therof. Thep are at ſuchs ciui: 
litpe and humanpꝛit., that they effeente it more honoꝛabla to 
gyue then to take. Thep ſente owe men two pounge women 
beinge vyrgincs, of cömendable fauaur and goodly ftature, 
ſpgnifpinge vnto them that they myghte 'takethen aways 
with them it u were their pleaſure; ' Tbeſe momen afterthe 
maner of their counttep. were couered from theic anctes ſum: 
what aboue their puupe partes withra rertepyr clothe made 
of goſſampine cotton. But the men are al naked. The women 
vſe to cutte their heare: But the men lette it grawe on the 
hynder partes of their heades, and cutte it on the fore 
parte. Their longe heare, they bynde vppe with fyllettes, & 
winde it in ſundꝛp rowles as aw3emaydes are accuſtomed. ta 
do. The virgins which were ſence tothe Admirall He decked 
in kapze apparell, e gaue them many gyftes, and ſent theym 
home agepne, But lykewiſe all chete rewardes and apparck 
they left vppon the ſhoꝛe bycauſe owre men Had refuſed their 
gyktes. pet tooke he two men away with him (and thoſe ve 
ry wyllynglp) that by lernyng the Spanpſbe tonge, he might 
alterwarde vſe them koz interpzetours, We conlivercd ty 8

the tracted df theſe coaſtes were not greatrly troubeled with 
vehement motiohs'oroucrlowpnges of the ſca, fozaſmnche

The which thynge al 
to other doo a firme whiche haue latelper ſearched thoſe-coa: 
tes, declaring that the ſea riſeth and fauleth but ſyttie thert

this goulfe is ful of frutcful landes wel replenyThed wich 
goodly trecs : And the grounde of che ſea to bee verpecleane 
withowt rockes, and commodious to caſt anker: Tpkewyſe 
the ſea of the goulfe to haue greate abundance of fp.The : and 
the lande of both the ſydes to bee inferioz to none in frutful: 
nes. At his fy2Qt arryuynge, he eſpped two of thinh ibit antes 
haupnge chepnes about thepz neckes, made of ouches (which 
they caule Cuavines,) of baſe gol de artificiallp wꝛought in the 
fozmes of Eagles, and lions, with dpuers other beaſtes and 
foules. Of the two Lariaians whiche he brought with hym 
from Cris, hc was enformed that the regions of ceraburo and 
Aburems Wert rpch in golde: And that the people of cri haue 
all rhcpz golde frome thenſe fox exchaunge of other of thepz 
thpnges.

tes. Cabot is my very frende, whom J vſe famplierly, and de 
Iyte ta haue hpm ſumtpmes keepe mee company in mync owne 
houſe, Fox beinge cauled owte of England by the comnann:

Deare by reaſon of a ſooden tempeſie, they were caſte 
vppon the Jlande Fortis, beinge about fyfcie leagucs diſtante 
from the enteraunce of the goulfe of vr-4s, Yn this Flande, 
they founde in the hyuſes of thinhabitantes, many baſkets 
made of certepne greate ſea reedes, ful of ſalte. Foz this :

they haue greate plentie of lalte which they ſell to other na: 
tions foz ſuch thynges as they ſtande in neede of. Not farre 
from henſe, a great curlewe as bygge as a ſtoꝛke came flying 
to the gouernours ſhippe, and ſuffered her ſclfe to bee ſeaſtiy 
taken: which beinge carped about amonge all the ſhippes of 
the nauie, dpcd ſhoztlp after, They ſawe alſo a great multp 
tude of the lame kynde of fonles on the ſhoꝛe a karre of. 
The gouernour his ſhyppe whiche we ſapde to haue loſte the 
rudder beinge nowe ſoze bzooſed and in maner bnp2ofptable, 
they lefte behynde to folowe at leaſure. The nauie arriued at 
priens the twelfth dap of the Calendes of July, and the go: 
uernour his hippe (beinge vopde of men) was dzpuen a lande 
in the ſame coaſtes within foure dapes after. The Spanp⸗ 
ardes whiche nowe inhabited oe, with thepz Capitapue 
and Lieuctenant V»ſcbus Nunnex Balboa (of whom we haue large 
lp made mention betoze) beinge certified of tharroual of perus 
Arias and his coompanpe, wente foozthe chzee mples to meete 
him, g receaued him honozablp e regiliou1y with the pſalme 
Te deurs Laudamus,, gining thankcs to god by whoſe ſafe cSducte 
they were bought lo pzoſperoully therher to al thep; conkoꝛ: 
tes. Thep receaued them gladly into thcpz houſes builded af 
ter the maner of choſe pzonnces. J may well caule cheſe re: 
ons, Þ3ouinces, a Procul victis, (that is) ſuch as art outcome 
arre of, fozaſmuch as owre men doo nowe inhabite the ſame 
all the barbarous kynges and Idolatours bernge elected. 
They entertepned them with ſuch chere as they were able to 
make them: as with the frutes of thoſe regions, and newe 
bꝛeade bothe made of rootes and the grapne Mdziwn, Other 
delicates to make vp the feaſt, were of thepz owne ſtoze whi:

— of generation and cozruption, where beinge doubled in 

ozce bp retlection and pꝛeſerued by mopſter, there are engen 
dered of the mines of the earth and water, and by the pꝛo 
uidence of the vniuerſall crearoz, innumerable lpttle (piſtes, 
with a cthouſande ſtindzy kyndes of frogges, wozmes, knat: 
tes, flpes and ſuch other. The foules which vſe theſe lakes, 
are of dpners kyndes: As duckes,gecſe,ſwannes,ſecmcwes, 
gulles, and ſuch other.

nuall wanderpnge and waucrpnge with the motions of the 
wynde and water, they put the foules owt of ſuſpection and 
feare, The fouler in the meane tyme, diſguyſinge hym ſelfg 
as it were with a viſour, putteth a great gaurde on his head 
Wich lpke to a helmet, with two holes ucare about 918 228 


ouwes the kouler ſptteth: & (warme about the tame chatte k& 
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his face and hole heade beſpde beinge conered therwith. And 
thus entereth he into the p2ole enen vnto the chynne. Foz 
beinge from theyz infancie exerciſed in ſwpm:npage and ac; 
cuſtomed to the waters, they refuſe not to continue therein & 
longe ſpace, The foules thynkpnge this gourde to be one of 
the other that lwymme vppon the water, the fouler gocth 
ſoftly to the place wher he leeth the greateſt locke of koules: 
And with waggynge his heade, counterfectinge the mouing 
of the wauerpnge gaurdes, dzawethe neare to the foules :

of they are daplpe occupied in gathering & digging the ſame, 
Abe Span- But oztely after that J had finiſted my ſayde bookes, the 
ards of Cuba &nanpardecs that were the moſt auncient citizens of cala, as 
attempt new +, iſeus Fernandes Of Cordubs Lupus Ochs, & Chriſtopborus Morantes, dt 
— termined to ſecke newe landts, as the myndts of the Spa: 
npardes are cucr vnquiet and genen to attempte gre at enter: 
p2iſcs. Thep furnyſbed at their owne charges, thice of thoſe 
@ypppes whiche they caule Laraucls. And haupnge fpzfte ly: 
cence of Diegss Velſquen the gonernour of the Flande, they de: 
parted with a hundzeth and ten men from the Weſt angle of 
Cubs, Foz this angle is moſte commodious to relicue ſtpppes 
and to make pzouiſion fo freſhe water and fuell; Thus they 
ſapled continually ſyxe dapes and a halfe, betwenethe Weit 
and the Soath,contented onelp with the ſpght of the heauen 
and the water: durynge whiche tyme,thep ſuppoſe that they 
ſapled not paſt thziceſcoze and ſpre mples. Foz they lep at an⸗ 
ker all nyght where ſo cuer the faulpnge of the loonne tooke 
| the day light from them, leaftc by wanderpnge in bnknowen 
{4 4 of ſeas, they mpghe chaunce to be caſt vppon rockes oz ſandes, 
1 52 But at the length they chaunced vppon a great Flande na- 
Th med lecatan, whoſe beginnpng thinhabitauntes canle Eos 
A great citie fi. Owre men went to the citieſtondpnge on the ſea ſyde, the 
weil buytded. whiche fo the dygnes therof,, they named cout 83 Alcair. 
— Thinhaditauntes cneerteined chem very frendly. When they 
Temples, bert entered into the citte, they maruepled to behold the hon⸗ 
| ſes buylded lyke towꝛes, magnifycalt temples, fireates well 
| Humane peo» paucd,and great excerciſe of bping and ſellyng by exchaunge 
3s plc, of ware foz ware. Their honſes are cpthcr bylte of ſtonc, 03 
et bzicke and lyme, and artifpcially wzought, To the . — 
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Thus at the length hanyng ſayled about a hundꝛeth and ten 
mylts, they thought it good to lep anker in a pꝛouince named 
Cimpechim,, whoſe chiefe towne conſyſteth of thꝛee thouſande 
honſes. Thinhabicauntes came ſwymmpnge to the ſhyppes: 
marueplyng exctdynglp at the mancr of. ſaplinge, and at the 
ſaples and other tackelynges But when they hard the thun 
der of the gunnts, ſawe the ſmoke, and ſmelte the ſauour of 
bzimũone and fyer, thty ſuppoſed that thunder boultes and 
lyghtnynges had byn ſente from god. The kyngt veceated 
owre men honoꝛably and bꝛoughte them into his palapce: 
where he feafted them well after his maner. They are acriſto: 
med to cate fleſte, and haue great plentie of beaſtes and kon: 
les: as peatockts, and other whiche they ftancke and fecde 
in their houſes : Alſo dyutra kyndes of wylde foules of the 
monntames, wosddes, and waters: Likewiſe 
auailes, turtle daoucs; duckes, and geeſe; Of braten, 
haue cannies, mooluea, lyons, tigers, fores, wylde boozes, 
hartes, and hares. After this banquet, the kpng with his 
tt aine and famylte bzought owre men into a bode crofſce wap 
where many ſtreates do meete. In this, they ſhewed them as 
were a great and highe ault er buyl ded foure ſquare of mar: 
compacte together partly with the toughe cite ot Babi⸗ 
lon cauled Ne, and partly with ſmaule ſtoones. It had 
on euerp ſpde koure ſteares, the altare was an Image 
of a man made of marble : and faſt by it the Images of two 
beaſteg of ynknowen ſhape, whiche ſeemed as thoughethey 
wolde with panpugt mouthes haue toznem ſunder the bealy 
of the mannes Image. On the other ſyde ſtoode a great ſer; 
pent compacte of the ſayde toughe cleye and ſmaule ſtoones. 
This ſerpent beynge in length. xl vii. foote, and ot the byg⸗ 
nelle of a large ore, ſeemed to devour a lpon of marble, and 
was al by ſparcled with freſhe bludde. Barde bp the altarc, 
were thie poſtes faſined in the ground, the which chzce other 
trauerſcd and were ſulleined with ſtanes. In this plate often 
ders were put to death ; In token wherof they ſawe innume: 
rable arrowes ſteined with bludde, ſum ſcatered, ſum lpinge 
on heapes, and ſum broken: Alſo a great number ot mennes 
bones lying in a court 02 yarde nere vnto this funeſtal place. 
Their houſes are here alſo builded of lime and ſtont. They na 
med this king, Lox, bicauſethey. arrined at this laude on.

the kynge.thereof, Cvporon, He behelde owre men with a fro: 
warde countenaunce, and ſought occaſton to doo them ſume 
puuic miſchicfe whyle they ſought foꝛ freſſhe water. Foz he 
made ſignes vnto them that on the further ſyde of the nerte 
hyll, they ulde fynde ſpꝛynges of water, intendyng to haue 
aſſapled-them in that narowe paTage, But by the colourpng 
of theyꝛ fozheades (as they are accuſtomed in theyꝛ warres; 
and hy the bearynge of thepꝛ bowes and other weapons, owr 
men perceaue 1 wplpnes, and refuſed to go any further. 
pet a thouſande of the Barbarians aſſapled theym vnwares 
and vnpzepaxcd. By reaſon wherof; they were put to ſtyght, 
and dpuers of them lapne in the chaſe. Many that dedde to 
warde the ſhippes, were entangelcd.in the mudde and mary: 
ſhes nere vnto the ſhoze. Twentie and two, wereflapne with 
arrowes, and the reſydewe foz the moſt parte, wounded, Fran 
ciſcus Fernandes the gouernour of the nauie, receaued in this con 
flicte thzee and thirtie woundes, And in maner noneeſcapcd 
without hurt. If they had gonne to the hylles whiche were 
appoynted them, they had byn ſlapne enerp man. They ther 
foze that cſcaped; returned to the Jlande of Fernardins frome 
whenſc they came, where they were receaued of theyꝛ felows 
with heauie chere. But when dieges Velen the gouernoure 
of the J{ande, had intelligence hereof, he im mediacly furny- 
ſwed a newe nauie ok koute Laraucles with rhzee hundzeth 
men. Of this nanic he appoynted John Griſalua his nenie, 
to be the goucrnour: And aTigned foz vnder capitapnes, Al: 
phons Auila, Frances Montegio, and peter Aluarado, Foz 
the pplot he aTigned Antonie Alamino who had the regiment 
of the fyꝛſt nanie. They attempted the ſame vpage agepne., 
but declyned lumwhat moze towarde the South about thc: 
ſcoze and tenne myles . Betoꝛe they ſawe any lande, they eſ: 
pycd a towꝛe a farre of, by the viewe whegof, they came to an 
Jlande named Coxumeils, from the whiche they ſmelte ſweete 
lauours poceadynge with the wynde, befoze they appzoched 
to the lande by the [pace of thee mplcs, They founde the J 
lande to be koꝛtie and fine mylcs in circuite. It is plapue and 
of maruclous frutefull ſople. There is alſo golde in it, but it 
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is not engendered there, but bzoughe thether from other regt 
ons, It aboundeth with honp, fruites, and herbes: And 
alſo great plentie Coy — * — — 

oꝛdet and mancr of lyuyng, is in al thynges ipke vntd they; 
— (Ns Of Iucdtens, Lpkewpſe theyꝛ howſes, temples, dreates, and — 
parell. In manp of thepz houſcs, are great poſtes of marble 
_ after the maner of owre buyldynge. They founde there, the 
foſidations of ccrtepne owlde towres ruinate : And one cſpect 


ally with. x viii. ſteares aſcendpnge to it, after the maner of ſo 
lemne temples. They maruepled greatly at owre ſhippes and 
maner of (aplynge.

In the towre, thep founde many chambers d with 
mages, made both of carche and marble to the [imilptude 
bearcs. Theſe they caule vppon with a houlpnge and lamen 
table ſonge, perfumpng them with ſweete odours, and other 
wyſe honourpnge them as thepz domeſticall goddes Th 
are alſo circumciſed. The kpnge was in fapꝛe apparel mad 
of gnollampine cotton curiouſlp wiought.

they had bin that attempted the fpzft vpage the peare befoze. 
At the fp2t, they were gentellp receaued, and requpzed to re- 
ſoꝛt to the towne. But thoztly after, they repented that thep 
had bydden them: and there vpon wylled them co tap about 
a ſtones caſt from the towne, and to pzoceade no further. 
when owre men deſpzed that they myght make pzoniſion fox 
freche water defozc theyꝛ departure, they aſſigned them to a 
certepne well which they had lefte dehynde them. Declaringe 
further, that it ſhulde be 


adiopnynge to the well. The which thpnge the Bardariang 
ſuſpectinge, aſſembled an army of thꝛte thouſande men, and 
encamped not farrc from them. Bothe partes paſſed awape 
the nyght without leepe, Thep fearpnge leafte owre menne 
ſhulde bzeake into the towne: And owre men, leaſt the Bar: 
barians ſhulde inuade them ſoodenlp, on the one parte with 
trumpettes, and on the other ſyde with the nopſc of timbꝛels 
kept them - wakpnge that were diſpoſed tofleape, At the 
ſpzpnge of the dap, the Barbarians appꝛoched to owre mens 
campe æ cauled fox thintcrpzetours of cbs, whoſe language 
is much agreable vnto thepzs, They had diuiſed co lyght a 
toꝛche of frankenſence and to place the ſame betwene bothe 
tharmies to thint ent that if owre men dpd not depart befoze 
the toꝛche were conſumed, to ſtande to thepz perell, The 
toꝛch was waſted and the matter came to hand ftrokes, Thep 
llewe onelp one of owre men with an arrowe dycauſe his car 
get fapled hym. But many were wounded, After this con: 
flicte, owre men reſoꝛted to thepꝛ oꝛdinaunce which they had 
planted ncare vnto the well, When they had diſcharged cer 
teyne peccces, the Barbarians fledde backt into che towne, 
Owre men were of fierce and greedp courage to haue purſued 
them, but that Griſalua the goucrnour wolde not ſuffer the, 
From thenſe they pzoceaded to thelaſt ende of lucnene, Which 
they founde to reache moze then two hundzerh myles frome 
the Eaſt to the Weſt. Here they founde a comodious hauen 
and named it ports diſderatus. From henſe they ſapled to other 
landes, and came to the region nexrte to 1 Well warde, 
whiche they doubt e whether it de an Jlande oz parte of the 
firme lande: but thinke it rather to be annext to the 9 
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In this there is a goulte which they ſuppoſe ta be incoompꝛ⸗ 
fed with bothe the landes. But of this, there is no certentie. 
Thinhabitantes caule this region c dae oz otherwiſe 0104s, 
They founde here allo a great rvuet whiche by his violente 
courſe and faule, dꝛiueth freſhe water two myles into the ſea, 
This they cauted onſalua after the name of the gauerngure. 
The barbarians marueilpng at the huge grearne:(e and mo: 
uynge of owre ſhyppes, came ſwarmyng the bankes on bothe 
ſpdes the rpuer, to the number of ſpre thauſande men armed 


bzode ſwooꝛdes of heauy woodde, and longe 1auelens harde: 
ned at the endes with kper: Thus ſtondynge in battayle rape 
to defende their cooſtes, and with pꝛonde countenaunces koz: 
byddinge owre men to coome alande. Bothe parties watched 
al that nyght in armes. In the dathne of the dap, owr men ef 
pied about a hundzeth Canoas (whiche we haue ſatde to be 
their boates) full of armed men. Here alſo the language of 
thinterptetours of ce agreed well enowghe with thers, 
When they had admitted the peace pꝛotered them by thinter: 
pzetours, al the Canoas ſtated excepte one whiche appꝛoched 
toward the ſhippes. A certepne ruler that was in this Lanoa, 
demaunded of owre men what they ſought in other mennes 
landes. Thep anſwered, gold. And that, foz per mutation of 
other ware, and not of gift oz vpolentlp, The c returned 
and the ruler certified the kyng hereof, who came gladlpe to 
the ſhyppes. When he had (ſaluted the gouernour, he cauled 
his chamberlen vnto hym, commaundypnge him to bzinge his 
armure and other oznamentes of golde wherwith he armed 
oriſalua from the toppe of the heade to the ſoule of the foote? 
In ſo muche that, what fo cuer any man of armes armed at 
all partes, is cmong vs accuſtomed to weare of Iren oz ſteele 
when he commeth in to the kielde, all ſuche kynde of kurni⸗ 
tures made of golde and wzought with woonderfull arte, the 
kpng gaue to the gouernour. De recompenſed hym with vei; 
tures of ſycke, clothe, lpnen, and other of owre thinges. JI 
the beginning of this lacan, when thep ſapled to Coruneils, 
they chaunced vppon a ca of fpſſher men to the number of 
nynt, fpſſhyng with hookes of golde. They tooke them all 
puſoners, One of them was knowen to this kyng, who — 


myſed the dape folowpng to ſende the gouernour as — 1

golde foz His raunſome as the man hym ſelfe waſed, But the 
gouernour denyed that he caulde releaſe hym withowte the 
conſent of his felowes : And therfoze kept hym ſtyll to pꝛone 
what he could further knowe of hym. Departing from henſe 
and ſaplynge ſtyll weſtwarde, thep founde a great goulfe in 
the which thiee \maule Jlandes were ſptuatc, Of theſe,thep 
went to the byggeſt. But oh abhominable crueltie: oh moſt 
cozrupted mpndes of men, and deuelyſhe impictic ? Tet enerp 
godly man cloſe the mouth of his ſtomake leſt he be deſturbed. 
They offer pounge childzen of bothe kyndes to their Jdoles 
of marble and earth. Emonge their Jdoles of marble, there 
ſtandeth a lyon haupnge a hole thtowgh the necke, into the 
whiche they poure the bludde of the miſerable ſacrifpce, that 
it mape from thenle runne downe into a ſpncke of marble, 
Xctte vs nowe declare with what ccremonies thep ſacrpfpce 
the bludde of theſe poze wꝛetches. They cutte not their thꝛo⸗ 
tes, but open the verp bꝛeſtes of theſe (clpe ſoules and take 
owte their hartes pet pantynge, with the hotte bludde wher⸗ 
of. they anopnte the lyppes of their Jdoles, and ſu ter the 
relpdue to faule into the ſpnke. This doone, thep burne the 
harte and bowels, ſuppoſynge the ſmoke therof to be actep⸗ 
table to their goddes. Of their Jdoles, one is made to the 
ſhape of a man, bowpnge downe his heade and lookpnge to⸗ 
ward the ſpnke of bludde, as it were acceptyng che offeringe 
of the llapne ſacrifpce, They eate the fleſhe of the armes, 
thighes, and legges,cſpecially when thep ſacrifpce an enemp 
taken in the warres. They founde a ſiccamcof congeled blud 
as thoughe it had runne from a bouchcry, Foz this myſche: 
uous purpoſe, they biinge theſe w2etches from the nexte J: 
landes. They ſawe alſo innumcrable heades, and trunkes of 
bodies thus mangeled, beſpdc many other pet remaining hole 
and couered with certeine mattes. All the trackes of rheie re⸗ 
gions abounde with golde and pzectous lanes. One of owre 
men wanderpnge in the Jlande, chaunced to fynde two wa: 
ter pottes of alabaſter artifpcially wzought and full of lprtle 
Janes of dpuers colours. They ſape alio that they founde a 
ſtone of the value of two thouſand Caſtilans of gold, whiche 
they ſent tothe gouernour, This Jlande they named the J 
land of ſacrifyce. 2 hinhabitauntes arc circumciſed, There are 
Alto other Jlandes ſptuate about "ow. Coludcand, O} — 
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the whiche are inhabited onelp with women lyning withone 
the coompanpe of men after the maner of the Amazones, But 
they that ponder the matter moze wiſely,chinke them rather 
to be certepne women whiche Hauc vowed chaſtitie and pꝛo: 
feſſed a ſolytarie Ipfc as the nunnes doo with vs, 02 as the 
virgins cauled Veſtales 03 Bone Dex, Were accuſtome d to do a⸗ 
monge the gentiles in oulde tyme. At certepne tymes of the 
pearc, men of the other Jlandes reſozte vnto them. But not 
koz thintent of generation, but moucd with pitie to helpe 
them to dꝛeſſe their gardens and tyll their grounde. The re: 
pozte gocth lpkewile that there arc other Jlandes of coz: 
rupte women to whom men reſozte foz carnall copulat ion: 
And that they cutte of one of the pappes of thrir women chil 
d2en leaſt it ſtuld hinder their ſhootyng. Alſo that thep kepe 
onelp the women childꝛen and ſende awape the men childzen. 
Owr men therkoze dꝛewe nere to the ſhoze of colluacara where 
thep quyetly cxerciſcd marchaundies with thinhabitauntes, 
The kyng gauc them a great potte of gold: Alſo bzaſletres, 
chapnes, bꝛouches, with many other ic welles, and al of gold. 
Owre men agepne on the other parte ſariſfped him with ſuch 
fiuffe as they had done other betoze.. Here wolde they gladip 
haue planted a ncwe colonie oz Habitation, but that the go; 
uernour wolde not permptte them, wherat thep gruged not 
a lpttle. The houſes and other edifpes of this pꝛoupnce, are 
buplded like vnto towzes. It hath alſo. xv. great townes in 
it. Of theſe they affirme that they haue ſcene ſum conſiſling 
of moe then. xx. thouſande houſes, not 1opning together, 
but deſcucred with courtes and gardens. They haue alſo cer: 
tepne large market places encompaſed with waules, and 
ftreates well paued. Likewiſe foznaces and ouens made of 
lyme and bzicke, Furthermoze al ſoztcs of handy crattes men 
E vcrp cunning artificers. This kinges name was potanchanus: 
t the region is cauled pa. The towne where the king ke 
pcth his court, ciᷣteintth.x v.thouſand houſes. When they re: 
ccaue any firaungiers and make a leage of frendſhyppe with 
them,thep are accuſtomed with a knife made of a ſharpe ſtone, 
to let them ſclues bludde in the toonge, hande, arme, oz ſum 
other parte of the dody: And this euen in the ſpght of them 
whom thep admitte to frendchyp, in token that they arc ready 
to ſhedde their bludde in their fryndes cauſes, Their pzieſtes 
mofeſſe a vertuous lpte, and liue uvnmatied. What it is ta 
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haue to do with women, no man knoweth bcfoze he be ma: 

ried. Foꝛnication and adultery (which ſelde chaunce cmonge 

*h#) they counte abhominat ion. The women are of marueloys C?9Ntitle. 
chaftitic,Eurep noble miafter that he haue had one wifc,map 
haue as many concubines as hym lyſteth, But a maried wo: The puny He 
man taken in adulterie, is ſoulde of her hulbande. But this went of adul- 
onelp to the pzince : at whoſe handes it ſhal be lawkull foz her n. 
kynſefolkes to redeeme her. It is not lawfull foz ſuche as Mariage 10 
are not maried, to ſptte at the ſame table with them that are honoured. 
maried, oꝛ to eate of the ſame dyſhe oz ditinke of the ſame cup. 

Ju the moneth of Auguſt and September, they abfteine.rxrv. . ance. 
dapts not onelp from fieſhe wherof they haue great plentie, g 
but alſo from fpſhe and al other thinges that lpue by bludde: 
And durpnge theſe daies, lyue onelp with herbes and fruces, 

They reken twentie dapes to the moneth, and twentie mo⸗ 

nethes to the peare. Owre men conſumed certepne dapes 

here verpe pleaſauntlp. When they departed; coaſtpnge ſtpll 

by the ſame ſhoꝛe, they came to an other kpng whom thep ra; kynge ons 
med ound. When he had intellygence that owre men deli: dus n 
red golde, he bzought fooꝛth certepne plates of molten gold, 

But whẽ the gouernour ſignified vnto him by thinterpzerors 

that he deſpzcd great plentie of that metal, the day folowing Idolcs, ſe w- 
he bzoaght hima mannes Image of golde beinge a cubette eis, ang ou: 
in length: Alſo a kannt of golde, and an Jdole of one of his ches of gold 
domeſticall goddes of curious woozkeman pppe. Likewple 

garlandes of ſtones of ſundzy colours, with many bzeſte plat 

tes, bzooches, and other kyndes of oznamentes, and all of 

golde. De gaue hym furthermoze aboundaunce of delpcate 

meates well ſalted and poudzed with ſpices. When he had 

required owre men to coome alande, he commaunded his ter: 

nauntces with all ſpeede to pzepare a great multitude of bzan; 

ches of trecs and to waite vppon owre men to his pallayce. 

As they went thus in oꝛder, lum behpnde and ſum befoze on 

bothe ſpdes, they ſeemed ſo to ſhadowe owre men with the 

bouwes as thougye thep had gonne in a continuall arbour, 

The kynge hym ſelfe haupnge a ſepter in his hand, dyd ſerte 

them in their arrape, and ſumtyme ſtrike ſuche as were negli⸗ 

gent in bearpng their bouwes. They ſbewed them ſelues obe: 

dient in all thyuges, and with graue tountenaunce, humbled 

them ſelues to receaut his ſtripes, When he was demaunded 
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where he had ſuche plentic'of golde, he pointed with Hig 
fynger to the next moun:aynes, and to the ryuers defcen> png 
fron the ſame. They are lo accuſtomed to the riuers and exer⸗ 
ciſcd in ſwym ming, that it is al one to them to line in the waz 
ter and on the lande. When they delyꝛe togather golde, they 
plunge theym ſclucs in the ryuers and bzpnge from the bot⸗ 
tome thcrof, bothe their handes full of ſande, whiche ſp: 
tynge from hande to hande, thep gather owte the grapnes 
of golde. And by this meancs in theſpace of twoo honres, 
they fpll a ret de as bygge as a mannes fpnger. Of the ſweete 


ſauours of theſe landes, many thinges myght be ſpoken, the

gteat puce. 


whiche bycauſe they make rather to theckeminatynge of the 
mynd es of men, then fot anp ncce{larpe purpoſe, J haue 
thought beſt to ompytte them. The kynge alſo gaue the go: 
uernout a pounge virgme of twelue peares of age, adourned * 
with ryche and fkayꝛe iewelles. Of the ſtones whiche he had 
of this kynge, one was valued at twoo thouſande Laſtellang 
of golde, Thus at the length they departed from this kyng, 
laden with golde and pzecious ſtooncs. cf the gouer⸗ 
nour, ſcnte one of thc Larauciles to his vncte Diego veliſquer 
gouernour of the Jlande of cbs, with meſſengers to delp⸗ 
uer hym the golde, iewelles, and other oznamentes. Tho 
reſpdue in the meane tyme ſtyll folowed the tracte towarde 
the Weſt, One of them in the whiche Frauncis Montegius 
the vnder gouernour was carped, ſapled harde by the ſhoe 3 
and the other twoo kept aloofe within pꝛolpecte of the land, 
Thinhabitauntes of theſe coaſtes alſo, no leTe marueplynge 
at the ſhyppes then dyd the other, came with twelue Lanoas 
to Montegius, deſpzinge hym bp thinterpzetours to coome 
alande, pzomyſpnge in the name of their kynge, that hee 
ſhoulde be Honozablp entertapned. But Montegious anſwe⸗ 
red that hee coulde not allente to their requeſt bpcauſe his 
coompanions were ſo farre from hym. pet dyd he gpuc them 
cert apne of owre thynges ſtraunge vnco them, and thankes 
foz theit gentyineſſe.. Shoꝛtly after efppinge a: great towne 
they directed their courſe thither. Thinhabitauntes pꝛohi⸗ 
byted them to coome alande, and came foozthe- agepnſt them 
with bowes e qupuers ful of arrowes, bzode ſwooꝛdes made 
of heauy woode, and Jauelens hardned at the ende with fier. 
They ſhotte at owre men a farre of. ; And oute men dif _— 
dea 
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ged certeyne pieces of oꝛdinaunce ageynſt them. The Barba⸗ 
rians aſtonylched at the nopſe of the gunnes, edde amayne, 
and deſpꝛed peace. Mere owre mens vptaples began to faple 
them; and thep2 ſhpppes were bꝛooſed with longe vpages. 
Haupnge therefoze founde and doone theſe thynges whereof 
we haue ſpoken, Criſclvs xtturned to the lande of ren 
well contented; but lo were not his companions. We muſte Other vieges 
nowe dinerte lumwhat from this matter, and ſpeake of ano; fressen 
ther nauigat ion. And from thenſe wpll we returne totheſe pernangina, 
landes which owre men haue kounde. So it is therkoze, that 
biegus Velaſquen the gonernour of the Jland ok Fernand, about 
the lame tyme that he had ſent kooꝛth this nauie of fonte Ca: 
rtaueles, he pꝛepared an other nauigation of onely org Lara: 

ucil and ous daygantine with foztie and fpue men. Theſe ex⸗ 
rertiſt d vpolent handes ageinſt thmhabitaunt es of chole regi⸗ 
ons where they arryut d, thynkynge that they myght fozcea- 
- bly drawe them tothe dyggynge ok golde bycauſe thep were 
Lafframte Jdolaters and circumciſed. There are at the ſea many glande 
ſyde not farre from the ſuppoſed continent, many lyttle Nan betwene Cu 
des of moſte foꝛtunate and frutcful{ſople, whereof nnee are ba and the 
thus named: C . Guanguin, and Cuil, ,Owte of one of firine lande. 
theſe (which they named Sand Mains) they violente ly caric d 
awap tee hundzeth men and women which thep thzuſt in⸗ 
to the Caraucll and returned immediatlip to Fernardins, lea: 
uynge the bzigantine with. xxv. of they felowes to thintent 
to hunt faʒ moze men. The hauen where the Carauell fpzule | 
arrpued, is cauled Carexas, beinge diſtante from the angle of ance 
cube and the chicfe tie of andige, two hundzeth and fyftie the chiefe cs 
myles, Foz this Jlande of Cxb«, is very longe, reachyng in fic of Cuba, 
length from the Faſt to the Weſt, and lunate directlp vnder 
the circle cauled Tropicvs Cancri is we haue ſapde befoze. Now 
{ball you heart hom foztune ſought the rcuenge of theſe poze 
wzetches, Therfoze as/theyz kepers went aland and few re 
mained in the Carauel, they perceuing oecaſis-miniftred wher 
by they mpghtxecones chep}/bbertiesſtdabepnely ſnatehed vp The NE 
owr mens weapons aud dcwe fpxr of them which yet remay and gep the 
ned in the Laxayel, whyle che ceſidne lepte into the ſea. And Spangrgcs, 
by this meanes the Barbarians poſleſled the Tarauell which with they? 
they had ſoone learned to rule, and thus returned to thepz „ne wears 
dwne cuuntreps. But they ſapled : pʒte to e 90. 

re 
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where they burnte the Carauel and caried away the weapang 
with them. From henſe they conueped them ſelues to thepz 
owne countreps with the Lanoas of this Jlandc. Dcarein 
lyke maner they pzpuilie aTaplcd them that were lekte with 
the bzigantpne, and lewe many of them alſo. The reſidue 
that eſcaped, fledde to the bzigantine where they bewapled 
thepz felowes deathes and counted thepz owne eſcape a vic: 
tozie. On the ſhoze nat farre from the place where thep luke: 
red this miſkfoztune, there is a tree, in the toppe wherof they 
ſet vp a crofCe, and graued this inſcription in the barke of 
Tye chiefe ci the tree: Vonnvis All vici. There is a ryuer named Darien, on the 
tle of the ſup: banke wherof ſtandeth the chiefe citie of the ſuppoſed conti: 
poſed cont: nent. The gouernour therfoze hauing intelligence herof, ſene 


wt cnc. with ali ſpeede two ſhippes of warre well furnyp\hed, to the 


apde of them that were lefte. But they were wple to late. pet 
folowpnge the viewe of che croTe, they came to the ſhoʒe and 
xedde the letters grauen on the tree, but durſte not attempte 
foztune. Thus wtih all chepz hardie ſonldiers departinge 
from henſe with deſpayre, they ſapled to the nexte Flande, 
out of the which they carped away by violence fyue hundꝛeth 
men and women, luppolpnge lykewpyſe that they myght law 

fully ſo doo bpcauſe thep were Idolaters and circu:nciſed, 
But the like chaunce happened vnto them when they landed 
Che Spany: at Ferx«ndins. Foz the Barbarians eſppinge opoztumitie, ſette 
ardes are yppon the Spaniardes in one of the hippes with theyꝛ owne 
Welter! weapons and lewe they} keepers, The reſide that eſcaped, 
owne wepos. caſtynge them ſelues into the ſea, ſwammt to the nexte cara: 
uell, and with thep: felowes aTayled the carauell chat was 
taken from them. This con licte was ſo ſharpe, that fo2 the 
ſpace of foure houres, it was doubtfull whether parte ſhulde 
obt the victozie. The Barbarians bath men and women 
fought verye fiercely, aſwell to reconer they libertie, as alſo

The ſbarbaif woe experte in handelynge of chepz weapons and rulyng of 
ow ene eyep} Larauell. The Barbarians beilage thus 'onercoome, 
Gy gbr. lepte into the ſea: but the Spanyardes tooke thepm ageyne 
with the chippe boates. About a hundzeth of the Barbarians 
d, beinge partely dꝛowned and partly llapne with the 
003de ; Ind but fewe of the Hpanpardes. Theſe 11 
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thus pacificd, the reſydue of the Barbarians were catyed to

mpnes- Shoꝛtly after they made owte a newe bpage to an 87 2

Alſo none other 

water then in welles and ceſterns, bycaule it lacketh riuers 

and ſpꝛinges by reaſon it is plaine, contepnpnge onelp. rlv, 

mples in circuitc. At the coommpynge of owre men, thinha: 

hitauntes fledde to the thicke woods, & fozſoke their townes 

foz fcarc. Owre men entered into their houſes where they 

founde plcntie of vyttaples and many oznamentes pertey: 

Carpets and nynge to the furnyſhynge of their houles, as hanginges and 
ſheetes, carpettes of dpuers colours, ſheetes alſo of goſſampine cot: 
ton (whiche they caule Am) and muche apparell. T 

Innumerable haue furthermoze innumcrable bookes, of the whiche wit 
bokes, many other thinges lent to owre newe Empcrour, we wpll 
ſpeake moze largely hereafter; The louldiers wandercd a: 
bout the Jland & viewe althynges diligently, keppng them 
ſclucs ſill in battell rape leaſt they mpgh: be ſodenly inua⸗ 
ded. They founde but a fewe of thinhabit auntes and onelp 

one woman in their coompante. By thinterpretours of Cubs 

and other whiche the Spaniardes tooke fpzſt from lac 

they perſwadcd the woman to caule the kynges that were 

abſente, They came gladly æ made a leage of frendſhyp with 

owre men, wherbp thep were reſtozed to their houſes and a 
Cſrcnmeſſed great parte of their ſtuife, They are circumciſed-Jdolatours, 
Idolaters= and ſacrifpce childzen of bothe kyndes to their Zezcs, which 
— are the Images of their familiar and domeſticall ſprites 


They Sacri: whiche they honour as goddes, When J enquired of Anus 
fice Chridien rhe pilote,alſo of Frances Montegius and Portucererizs, from 
whenſe they had the childzen thep offercd in ay +=: yep 
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anſwered that they bowght them in the Jlandes theraboute 
dy exchaunge foz golde and other of their trafycke. Foz in al 


this ſo large a ſpace of land, the deuelyſhe anxittie for the de⸗ 
ſp2e of wicked money, hath not pet oppzeTed thinhabitantes. 
They ſape the ſame allo of the landes lately founde, wher⸗ 
of two are named dum and sq, whoſe inhabitauntes go 
naked: and foz ſcareneſſe of childzen, ſacrifice dogges whi: 
che they nouri de aſwell fo2 that purpoſe as alſo to cate as 
wee do connies. Theſe dogges are dumme and can not backe, 
hauyngt ſnowtes lyke vnto foxes. Suche as they deftinate 
to tate, they geld while they art whelpes, w they ware 
very fat in the ſpace of foure monethes. They tekerue 
bytches foz increaſe, and but fewe dogges. Owre men diſ- 
ſ\waded them from theſe ſuperſtitions, declarynge how they 
were abhominable and detelled of god, They were ſaone per: 
ſwaded and deſpzed a law whiche they A abe folowe. Owre 
men therfoze declared vnto them that there was onelp one 
god which made heauen & earth, the gener of al goodthpn: 
ges, bepng of one incompꝛehenſpble ſubſtaunce vn der tripli; 
citic of perſon. As ſoone as they harde theſe wooꝛdes, they 
bioke their Zemes, and pared, ſcraped, and waſhed the pane: 
mentes and waules of their temples. Owre men gane them 
a painted picture of the bleſed e-w thep placed 
reuerently in their temple, and aboue it a c to be hono: 
red in the remembzaunce of god and man and the ſaluation 
gf mankynde. They erected alſo an other great croſſe of wod 
in the toppe of the temple, why: het they oftentp-nes reſozre 
togither to honour the Image of the N inhabican;

the maners of thinhabitauntcs. Thus they departed with 
tommaundem ent to retourne within the ſpace of ſpxt dapes. 
But when they had remapned there now. viii, days, and hard 
no wooꝛde of their Lozumellane interpꝛeteurs whome they 
pad ſcnt.alande with the meſſage and letters, owre men re: 
turned to Coxunells without them, ſuſpectpug that they were 
other lame oz detepned. And where as the hole naupt was 
now determyne d to depart from cox nella but that they were 
hyndered by contrary wynde, they ſodenly eſpicd towarde 
thc weſle a Canoa coomwynge from lac, andin it, one of 
the Lhziſtian captiues (named Hicrovimus A quillt) who had 
lyued ſcuen peares in that Jlande. With what iope t hep em; 
baſed the one the other, the chance may declare, They were 
no leſſe deſpzous to heare, then he tot ell of the myſfoztune 
whiche befell to hym and his coompanions. And Herejit that 
not bce greatly from mp purpoſe bzcefely to-rehearſe how the 
thynge c ed, In my Decades J haue made mention of a 
certapne noble man named valdizi-, whome the Spanpardes 
whiche inhabited darin in the ſuppoſed continente of x 
goulf of v7abs, ſent tothe Jlarndof kiſporiols to Colors the fb 
miral and vicerop with the relidue of the Scnate and counſet 
there (to whom pertepneth the redzeſſe and oꝛderpnge of all 
thinges in theſe newe landes) to ſpgnifpe vnto them in what 
extreme neceTitie and penurie they lpucd. Unhappy Valdizis 
Dane takpn ge this matter in hand in an encll houre, was 
with a ſudden and vpolent whitlewinde, dzpuen n cer: 
tapue quickcſandes in the pzolpecte of the de of Lamaics, 
Ipinge on the South ſpde of Hippariols and Cxbs,. Theſe blind: 
and lwalowyng ſandes, the Spaniardes caule vppers: And 
that by good reaſon, bycauſe in them many ſbyppes are em 
tangled, as the ſpcertes are implpcatt in the taples of. the vi⸗ 
pers. While the Carauell thus wzeſteled wich che Water, it 
was ſo Lruſte in ſunder, that val with thirtie of his fe: 
lowes, coulde ſcarſcly with muche dickicultie deſccnde. into- 
the ſbyppe boate: where, without ders, and without ſaplcs, 
wy werecaried awape by the vpolence of the water, Foz (as 
we haue laid befoze in owre Decades)theTeas do tunne there 
continually with a vpolent courſe towarde the Weſt, They 


wandered thus. xiit, dayes not knowyng whether they wor 
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no pet fpndpnge any thyng to eate. Famen conſumed ſeuen 
of them whiche were caſte in the ſea to feede the fpÞcs, The 
reſydne lykewiſe in maner conſumed by kamen and faulpnge 
from one calamitie into an other, were dzinen to lvcurens and aus 18 
fell into the handes ok a cruell kynge who ewe vadiic the (urine > 
nernout with certapne of his felowes. And when hee had 34oies. 
— ſacrifyced them to his Zemes, oxteip after he tate them 
with his frindes of that conlpitacie. Foz thep cate onely their 
enenipes and ſtraungiers: And doo otherwiſe: abſtepne from 
mannes ficſhe, In this meane tpme, while Hieronimus Aqullrari: Ho we Aqui 
with ſpre of his felowes were reſerued co be ſacrifpced the laris eſcaped 
thirde dape, they bzooke their bandes, eſcaped the han: 
des of that cruell tyranne, and Kedde to an other kynge be: 
pnge his enempe, who receaued them, pet onely as bonde⸗ 
men, It is a ſtraunge thinge to heare of the moother of this 
Aquillaris, Fo as ſoone as ſhe harde that her ſoonne was fau; 
len into the handes of the nations that cate mannes fleſhe, 
ſhee fell madde incontinent ; Ho that when ſo euer after, \bee 
ſawe anp meate roſtyng at the per, oz onelp ready ſpptted to 
laye to the fper, (bee ceaſed not to;crye out in this maner. O 
me moſte wꝛetched moother: Behold the members of my ſon, 
But to returne to owre p e. When Agvillaris had now re: 
ceanued the gouernours letter ſente by the Lozumellane me[; 
ſengers, hee declared to the kynge his mayſter (whoſe name 
was ran what was their crraunt thither, and wherfoze 
they were ſent : vſpng in the meane tpme — large dilcour⸗ 
ſes in expꝛellpnge the great poure and magnikpcence of t heir 
kynge who had of late arriued in thoſe coaſtes, Allo ot then 
humanitie and gentilnelle toward their frmdes and ſuche as 
ſubmytted them ſelues to them, and againe their rygour and 
fierceneſſe agepnſt ſuche as toobernlp epther contemned them 
oz denyed cheir requeſtes. With thele woozdes he bzoughte 
Tamas into ſucht feare; that the maiſter was now kapne ta 
deſpze his ſeruaunt ſo to handell the matter that thep myghe 
qupetlp enter into his dominion as his freendes and not as 
his enemies. AqdLris promiſed in their behalte that they ſhuld 
not onelp coome in peacc, but alſo to apde hym agepnſt his 
enempes if neede ſhulde lo require.

Iprge Aquilleris to offer peace to thinhabitaantes. They de: 
maunded what owre men required. Ayrilais aniwered, vpt- 
taples. There was a longe ſpace of ſandeby the ſyde of the 
towne, whither they wylled them to rcſozte, pꝛompſpnge 
to bꝛynge them vyttaples thither the daye folowpnge- Owre 
men wente and thep ca ne accoꝛdpnge to their pꝛomiſte and 
brought with chem epght of their hennes beynge as bygge

cockes in pleaſauntetaſt. They bzought alſo as muche biead 
made of Mun (whiche is a graine not muche vnlyke vato 
panpke) as wolde ſcarccly ſerue tenne hungry men and here 
with deſpzed them to dtpart. But when they perceaued that 
owre men made no haſt awap, immediately t here came a great 
coompanpe ot armed men towarde theym demaundpug what 
they had to do thus to wander in other mennes landes. Owr 
men made anſ were by Aaquillaris, that they deſpzed pcace, vyt: 
taples, and golde foz exchaunge of other thinges. Thep an: 
Cwered agepne, that they wolde nother peace no warre with 
them. But thꝛeatned them to auopde the lan de excepte they 
woolde bee diſtroped euery manne. Owre meu ſapde that 
thep woulde not departe withowte ſufpcience vpttaples 
to mapntapne their (ouldpers. | 
Thep appopnted the dap folowpnge to bzynge them moe vp: 
taples : but they bzooke pzomeſſe, pet perccauing the ſecond 
dap that owre men were encamped on the lande and had re: 
poſed there that nyght, they bzought them as much-moze vy 
taples, and commaunded them in the name of thepz kynge to 
departe.

And this! withowte 
thaduiſe of Diegss Velen the gouernoux of the land of * 
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Frrnendings, who kyꝛſte ſente them footth with commaundeme ne 
to returne agepne after they had ſearched theſe regions and 
obtepned plentie of golde, While they conſulted hercof, they 
were of dpuers opinions. But the moſte part alleaged that in 
this caſe it was not requiſpte to make the gouernour of their 
counſaile, Fozaſmuche as the matter ſhulde be rekerred to a 
higher Judge, as to the kyng of Spaine him ſelfe, When they 
were thus agreed, they receaucd vyttaples of the gentle kyng 
of the pꝛouince, and alligned the place of their colonie twelue 
myles from the ſayde towne, in a fruteful and holſome ſole, 
Foz their generall gouernour, thep elected corteſut the gouer⸗ 
nour of the naupe, againſt his mM as ſum ſape. Foz other 
magiftraces to gonerne the citie which they intended to build 
he chooſe Poztucarerius and Montegius of whome we haue 
made mention befoze. Thep choſe alſo certepue meſſengiers 
to ſende to the kyng bp the conduction of ALmizes the pplot.

(an d not heretofore found by any other) to thintent to bꝛinge 
thinhabitauntes of the ſame to honoure owre redemer and to 
pꝛoteile the catholyke fapth, vou haue hetherto byn much oc: 
cupied in therpugnation and recoucrie of the kpngedome of 
Granata, by reaſon whereof powe coulde not bzynge powre 
Capde laudable purpoſe to thende delpzed. Neuecrthelcile as 
it hath pleaſed almpghtyp god, the fozeſapde kyngedome ve: 
inge recoucred, wyllyng taccomplyſhe your ſapde deſpꝛe, pou 
hane, not without great laboure, perelles, and charges, ap: 
poynted owre welbeloued ſonne Lhziſtopher Colonus (a man 
certes wel commended as moſte woꝛthy and apte foz ſo great 
a matter) well furnyſhed with men and chippes and other ne: 
ceTaries, to ſecke (bp the ſea where hetherto no manne hath 
ſapled) ſuche firme landes and Jlandes farre remote and hi: 
therts vnknowen. Who (by gods helpe) makynge diligent 
ſearche in the Ocean ſea, haue founde certepne remote Jla 
des and firme landes whiche were not heretofoze founde by 
any other, In the which (as is ſapde) many nations inhabit e 
Ipninge pcaceablyp and goinge naked, not accuſtomed to eare 
ice; + Andas karre as powre melTengers can coniectute, 
the nations inhabitpnge the foteſapde landes and Jlandes, 
belcue that there is one god creatoute in heauen: and ſceme 
apte to be bought to thimbzaſinge of the * vr 45 
and to be imbued with good maners: by rcaſon whereof, we 
map hope that if they be well inſtructed, they map eaſelp bee 
induced to receaue the name of owre ſauiour Jeſu Chꝛiſt. me 
are further aduertiſed that the fozenamed Chziſtopher hathe 
nowe builded and erccted a foztreiſe with good munition in 
one of the foteſapde pꝛincipall andes in the which he hath 
placed a garriſon of cert eine of the Chꝛiſtian men that wente 
thyther with him: aſwell to thintent to defende the ſame,as 
alſo to ſcarche other landes and firme landes karre remote 
and pet vnknowen. We alſo vnderſtande, that in theſe lan: 
des and Jlandes latelp founde, is great plentie of golde and 
ſpices, with dyuers and many other precious thynges of ſun; 
dꝛy kpndraand qualities. oze al thinges diligently oct 
ſidered II thamplifpinge and enfargyng of the catho 
like fayth, as it bchoucth catholike jÞzinces folowpng ther: 
emples of powre noble pꝛogenitours ol kamous' memozie) 
wheras yowe are detetmpned by the fauour of almightie — 
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to ſubduc and bꝛynge to the catholpke fapth thinhabitauntes 
of the fozeſapde landes and Jlandes. 

Wee greatly commendpnge this yowre godlp and lauoable 
purpoſe in owr loꝛde, and deſirous to haue the ſame bzought 
to a dewe ende, and the name of owre ſauioure to be knowen 
in thoſe partes, doo exhoꝛte powe in owre Tozde and by the 
receaupnge of powre holp baptiſme wherby powe are bounde 
to Apoſtolicall obedicnce, and erneſtely require powe by the 
bowels of mercy of owre Loꝛde Jeſu Chziſi, that when yowe

fozmed by credible perſons. Of this mpnde and opinion was 
Plinie, who better then any other autoure hathe wzp:ten in 
xxx vii. bookes al that pertepneth to the naturall hiſtozie,con 
tepned al in one volume dedicated to Ueſpaſian Themperour, 
Wherein, as a ptudente hiſtoziographer, he declarcth ſuche 
thynges as he had harde: Attributpnge the ſcconde autozitie 
to ſuche as he had redde in autoures that wzote befoze hym: 
And thyzdely iopned to the lame hyſtozie,ſuch thynges as he 
hym ſelfe had ſeene as moſte certepne teftimonie. Whoſc exem 
ple J folowpnge, wpl in this my bzeefe ſummarie reduce and 
repreſent to powr maieſties memoꝛie ſuch thynges as J haue 
ſcene in powre Emppꝛe of the Weſt Indies aſwell in the J: 
landes as in the kirme lande of the Ocean lea, where J haue 
lerued nowe moze then twelue peares in the place of ſuruop: 
er of the golde mynes by the commaundemente of the Cat ho⸗ 
lyke kynge Don Fernando the fyfte of that name and graundfa: 
ther vnto powre maieſtie, to whom god gane great fame and 
glozie. Senſe whoſe death alſo I haue lykewieſ ſerued and 
truſt whyle the reſt of my lyfe pet remapneth, to ſerut powre 
maieſtie as ſhall plcaſe powe to commaunde. As touchynge 
which thinges and ſuch other lpke, J haue moe largely wait 
ten in a Hyſtozie begunne as ſone as my age was type to take 
ſuche matters in hande. Wheretn furthermoze J haue made 
mention of ſuche thynges as haue chaunced in S paine, from 
the peare 1494. vnto this tyme. Addpnge alſo thereunto 
luche thynges woozthp memoꝛie as I haue obſerued in other 
tealmes and poumces where J haue trauapled. And haue 
like wilt particulerly wxytteu the lyues and woozthy actes of 
the catholpke Pꝛinces of famous memozie don ferdinae and 
lady Elizabeth his wyfe to they laſt dayes. After whoſe fru 
tion of heauenlp Paradyſe, I haue noted ſuche thynges as 
haue chaunced in powre moſt foztunate ſucceſſion, Not omit 
tynge particularlp to wzyte a large booke of ſuch thynges as 
haue ſeemed moſte wooꝛthp to dec noted as rouchynge yowre 
maieſties Indies. But foz aſmuche as that volume remameth 
m the citie of sn. Dominico in the Jlande of fußt where A 
dwell and am placed in houſholde with wyfe > chyldzen, 
and famelie, J haue bzought no moze wit me of that * —

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tynge then J beare in memozie. Determpiynge notwithſrans \ 
dynge foz yowre maieſties recreation to make a bꝛtete reheax 
fall of certeyne not able thynges wherof J haue moze largelp 
entreated in mp ſapde general hiſtozie, and ſuch as map ſecme 
moſte wooꝛt hy to bee redde of powre mateſtie. Of the which, 
although a great parte haue byn wꝛytten by other who haue 
alſo ſcene the ſame. yet perhappes they are not ſo exactly and 
part iculariy deſcrided as of me, fozaſmuche as in maner all 
that trauayle into theſe Indies haue greater reſpecte to luker 
and gaynts then diligently to ſearche the woozkes of nature 
whcrunto J haue byn euer naturally inclyned, and haue ther 
fore with all pollible endenour applyed myne epes and intel: 
ligence to fynde the ſame. And this pꝛeſente Hummarie ſhall 
not bee contrary 02 dyuers from mp larger hiſkouie wherin{ag 
| J haue ſayde) J haue moze amplyec declared theſe thynges 
but ſhal onely moxe bꝛeetelp expꝛeſſe theffece therof vntyl ſucth 
tyme as Bodde ſhal reſtoze me to mpne owne houſe, where 3 
may accomplyſhe and tyniſhe mp * general hyſtozie.Wherg 
1 4 Into to gyue the fpꝛſt pinciple, J lap that Don Chʒiſtopher 
14 Lolonus (as it is well knowen) beinge the kpzſte Admpxall of 
this India, diſconercd the ſame in the dapes ok the Catho⸗ 
lpke kyngt Don Ferdinando and the ladye Elpzabeth his 
wypfe, graundfather and graundmother vnto powre maieſtie: 
In the peare. 14-97, And came to Bron in the pcare 
x 49 2 with the fyꝛſt Indians and other ſhewes and p2ofes 
of the great ryches and notice of this weſt Empire. The whiz: 
che gykte and benefpte was ſuche, that it is vnto this dape, 
one of the greateſt that euer any ſubiect oz ſeruant hath done 
fo his pꝛince oꝛ countrep, as is manifeſte to the hote woꝛlde. 
And to {aye the trewth, this (all daubtleſſe bee ſo commodi⸗ 
ous and pꝛokptable vnto the hole rcatme of Spapne, that 
J repute hym no good Laſtilian oz Spanyarde that doothe 
not recogniſe the lame. And (as J haue ſapde befoze) foraſz 
much as in my ſayde generall hiſto zie haue moze largelp in 
treated ot thcie thynges, J intend at this pzcſent only bꝛicfe 
ly to rehtarte certepne elpeciall thpnges, the whiche ſuerly 
are veryc fewe in reſpecte of the thouſandes that myght bee 
ſapde in this behalfc.. Fy2ſt therfoze J wyl ſpeake ſumwhat 
of the nau igation into theſe parties. Then of the gencrati- 
on of the nations whiche are founde in the lame, with theic 
| | rptes: 
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tytes, cuſtomes, and cerimonies. Alſo of beaſtes, foulcs, 
by2des, woozmes, fyſſhes, teas, rpuers, ſpzynges, trees, 
plantes. herbes, and dpucrs other thinges which are engen⸗ 
dered boothe on the lande and in the water. And fozaſmuche 
as J am one of thozder and company of them that arc appoin 
ted to returne into theſe regions to ſerue powre maieſtie, pf 
therfoze the thynges contepned in this booke ſhall not bee di 
ſtinctein ſuch oꝛder as J pꝛomiſed to perfozme in mp greater 
woorke, J deſpzc powre maieſtie to haue no reſpecte herevn 
to, but rather to conſpder the noueltie of ſuche ſtraunge thyn⸗ 
ges as J haue herein declared, whiche is the chieke ende that 
moued me to wzite, Pꝛoteſtyng that in this Summarie 3 
haue wꝛitten the trewth of ſuche thpnges as coome to mp re- 
memhꝛaunce: wherot not onelp I my leite can teftifpe, but 
alſo diuers ot her wooꝛthy and credible men which haut bin 
in thoſe regions, and are nowe pꝛelente in powre maieũtes 
courte.

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Neuertheleſſe in this pꝛeſent pearc of, r525, there came fotre 
ſyps from the Jland of san Domixico to ſaint Luce in Spaine, 
in. xx v. dapes. But (as I haue ſayd) we oughe not to iudge 
of that whiche chaunceth ſeldome, but of that which happe⸗ 
neth moſt oꝛdinarily. This nauigation is verp ſafe and much 
vled, euen vnto the ſapd Jlande. And from this to the firme 
land, the (hyppes trauerſe diuers wapes foz the ſpace of fine, 
ſyre, oz ſeuen dapes ſaplynge,oz moꝛe, accoꝛdyng to the par:

And when god diipoſech the concrary'to that 
whiche the deuelt hath (ſpoken in ozacle wherby he is pꝛoued 
a lyer, he cauſeth the Tequin«s to perl wade the people that he 
hath chaunged his mynde and ſentence 'foz lumme of their 
ſynnes, oꝛ deuiſerh ſumme ſuche lye as lyketh hym beſte ,-de:

decepue the (pmplc and ignoꝛant people whiche hath ſmaule 
defence againſt ſo mighty and craftie an aducrſarie.

ledde their lyfe in ſplence and abſlinence moze ſtraightly then 
tuer dpd the phploſophers of Pypthagozas = gin 
lyke maner from the tatyng of al thpnges that [iue hy bludde 
contented onelp with ſuche fruites, herbes, and root es as the 
deſertes and wooddes mpniſtred unto chem to eate.

ter, and the other  lyttle ſyluer bell. when he coommeth to 
che place, he Lyteeth downe on a rounde ſeate made foz hym 
of purpoſe« Whore haupnge his diſciples the one flandpnge 
on thc one baude and che other on the other euen in the pie:

ſecme to bee engendered of nature to moleſt and-vere menne, 
to ſhewe then and gpue them to vnderſtand howe maul and 
vyle a thynge map ofende and diſquicte them, to thende that 
they mayt remember the pꝛyncipall ende koꝛ the whiche 
were created, that is, to knowe theyp maker and pzocurer 
theyꝛ ſalvation by the wape whiche is open to all Chꝛiſtian 
men and all other whiche wyll open the eyes af they vnder: 
ftandpnge. And although the thynges whereof wee entende 
nowe to ſpeake may ſeeme vple and lyttle to bee eſtcemed, pet 
are they wooꝛthy to bee noted and conſydered to vndetſtany 
the dickerenct and variable woozkes of nature, $0 it is thee 
foze,that whereas in many partes of the firme lande bp the 
which aſwell the Lhziſtians as Andians doa trauel, there are 
ſuch marpThes and waters in the way that they are fapne to 
withowt bzceches amonge the herbes and weedes, by rea 
on wherof, certeyne ſmaule beaftes oz woozmes (which they 
caule Gy«pates) much lyke vnto tykes, cleaue faſt co they} leg; 
ges. Theſe wozmes are as little as the pouder of beaten ſalts 
And cleane ſo faſt that they can by no meanes be taken away 
er:ept the place bee nopnted with oyle. And after that the 
legges bee nopnted awhyle with ople, oz the other partes 
where thele lyttle tykes are faſtened, thep ſcrape the place 
with a knyfe and ſo take them away, But the Indi ins whi 
che haue no ople, (moke them and burne them with kper, and 
abpde great pepnes in takynge them awape by this meanes. 
Ok other lyttle beaſtes which trouble men and are engende⸗ 
in thepz hcades oz other partes of they bodies, J ſape that 
the Chiſtian men which trauell into theſe partes, haue them 
but ſcldome tymes, and that not pall one oz two, and this al 
ſo very ſeldome. Foz pallynge 4 — lyne of the Diameter 
where the compalle makethe d ce of ſaplpnge by the 
wpnd? cauled Greco, (that is Mozth Eaſt) and M., (that 
is ſouth well) which is in the courſe of the Ylandes of Aron, 
they ſaple but a lyttle wap folowing owre vpage by the weſt, 
but that all the ly'e which the Chztſtians carp with them, oz 
are engendered in they; heades oz other places of chepz bo: 
dies, dye and vrterip conſume by lyttle and lyttle, and are 
not engendered in India excepte in the heades of lyttle chyl⸗ 
den in thoſe partes alwel amonge the chyldzen of the _—

ftians which are bozne there, as alſo amonge the natural In. 
dians who haue thepm commonly in thepz heades and ſume: 
tymes in other partes of thcp2 bodpes, and eſpecially they of 
the pzomnce of Ces, which is a region contepnynge moze 
then a hundꝛeth leaques in length, and cmbzaſcththe onc and 
the othet coaſt of the Nozth ſea and of the Eaſt. When theſe 
Indians are infected with this fplrhpneTec, thep d2eiTe and 
clenſe one an other.

that the lpſe dyed and fozſoke them,ſuddcnly in chepz repaſ⸗ 
nge by the ſame clyme (as thoughe the lpſc had taryed fog 
TE in that place) thep can by no meancs auopde thepm fox 
the ſpace of certeyne dapes although they change they} cher⸗ 
tes two oz thiee tpmes in a day. Theſe lyſe are at the ſpzſte 
as lyttle as npttes, and growe by lyttle and lyttle vntyl they 
bee of rhe byggenelle chat thep are in Spaypne.

One of theym chaunced to 
byte an Indian mapde whiche ſcrued me in my Houſe, to 
whome J cauſed the ſurgians to mpniſter thepz ozdinarpe 
cure, butthey coulde doo her no good, noz pet get one dꝛoppe 
of bludde owt of her, but onlp a pelowe water, ſo that ſhee 
died the thp2d day for lacke of remedy as the like hath chaun 
ced to dyuers other. This mapde was of thage of.riiii.yeares 
and ſpoke the Spanyſſhc toonge as pf ſhꝛe had byn bozne in 
Laftple. Shee ape that the vpper whiche byttc her on the 
footc, was two ſpannes longe oz lpttle leTe, And that to 
byte her hee lepte in the aper koz the ſpace of mote then (pre 
paſcs, as J haue harde the lyke of other credible perions, 
Adders. F haue alſo ſcene in the firme lande, a kpnde of adderg 
very ſmaule and of ſeuen oz eyght foote longe. Theſe are ſq 
redde that in the nyght they appeare lpke burnpnge cooles, 
and in the dap ſeeme as redde as bludde. Theſe are alſo vent 
mous, but not ſo much as the vypers. There are other much 
lc(Te and ſhozter and blacker. Theſe coome owt of the rpuers 
and wander ſumtpmes karre on the lande, and are lykewpſe 
venemous. There arc alſo other addcrs of a ru tet coloure. 
Theſe are ſumwhat bygger then the vypers, and are hurtful 
and venemous. There are lykewpſe an other ſozte of manye 
coloures and very longe. Of theſe N ſawe one inthe peareof- 
Chziſt 15 15. in the Jland of Hypriols nere vnto the ſca coſles 
at the foote of the mountapnes cauled Pederndes, n this. 
adder was apne, I meaſured her and founde Her to be moze 
then. xx. foote longe, and ſumwhat moe then a mans fyſt in 
dpggenes, And althoughe ſhe hadde thiee oz foure deadelp 
woundes with a \woo2de, pet dyed chee not noz ſtoonke the 
ſame dape, in ſo much that her blu>de continued warme alk 
that tyme.

| Spyders, Of theſe thynges in mp generall hiſtozte of the Weſte Indpes. 
L There are alſo ſpiders of marueplous bygneſe, And FN 
haut ſcene ſumme with the body and legges, bygger then a

4 of ſuche bygue lle, that onely her bodye was as bern 3 :

Farthermoze in thele Indits, aſwell in the fpzme lande ag 
in the Jlandes, there is founde a kpnde of lerpentes, which 
thep caule. v. v. , Which ſumme caule Ivamnes, Theſe are 
terrible and fcarefull to fpght, and pet not hurrefull, They 
are very delicate to bee eaten, and it is not pet knowen whe⸗ 
ther thep be beaſtes of the lande oz fyſhcs, bycauſe they lyus 
in the water, and wander in the woddes and on the lande. 
Thep hauc foure feete, and are commonly bigger then connies 
and in ſumme places bygger then otters, with taples lpke li: 
ſartes 0} cutes, Their ſkpnne is ſpotted, and of the ſame 
kynd of ſmothncſTe oz bareneſſe, although of dpuers colours. 
Upon the ridge of their backes,thep haue manp long pꝛickes. 
They) teethe are very charpe, and eſpecially thepz fanges oi 
dogge teeth. Their thzotes are longe e reachpnge 
from their beardes to their bzcaltes, of the lpke ſkynne to 
the relpdewe of their bodpes. They are dumme, and haue 
no vopce oz make anp nopſe oz crpe although thep bee kepte 
tyde to the foote of a cheſte oz any other thynge foz the ſpace 
Of, rx. 02. xx v. dapes withowt any thyng to eate oz dxpnke, 


excepte they grut them nowe and then a lyttle of the 0

of c, 02 ſum ne ſuch other thyng. They haue koure feete, 
and their foze feete as longe as a mans fynger with clawes 
lpke the clawes of a byꝛde, bite weaker, and ſuche as can not 
graſple oz take holde of any thynge. They are muche better 
to bee eaten then to beholde. Foz fewe that ſee them, wyll 
haue deſp1e to eate of them, by reaſon of their hozrible ape 
excepte ſuche as haue byn accuſtomed to the beaſtes of theſe 
regyons, whiche are moze hozrible and fearefull, as this is 
not but onelp in apparence. Their fleſhe is of much better tal 
then che fleſhe of connpes and mote holſome, Foz it h 
none but onelp ſuch as haue had the frenſhe port. In lo 
that if . — onelp byn touched of that zmi 
though they haue bpn hole of longe tyme, neuerthelelle they 
feele hurte and complayne of the eatynge of theſe Iams, as 
hath byn often tymes pꝛoued by ence, 

There are founde in the kyꝛme lande certepne byꝛ des lo pe: 
tle that the hole body of one of theym is no bygger ns the 


toppe of the byggeſt fpnger of a mans hande : and pet is the 
hare body withowt the fethers not paſte halfe ſo bygge. This 
is of ſuch velocitie and ſwyktne 
in Aying that who ſo ſeeth her leing in the aper, cã not ſe her 
flap oz beate her winges after any other ſozt then do the dog 
res 02 hüble bees oz betels: ſo that there is no man that ſceth 
her flie,that wold think her to be any other the a dozre, Thep 
make their neſtes accoxdpng to the ptop92tid of their bignes, 
And J haue ſeene that one of theſe byzdes with her neſt put 
in a paire vfgold weights, altogether hath waid no moze the 
it, Tomini, which are in poiſe.2 4. grains, with rhe fcthers with 
out the which ſhe hulde haue waped ſumwhat lee. And doubt 
teſſe when 'J conſider the fpnencſTe of the clawes and kecte of 
theſe birdes, J knowe not whervnto J map better liken them 
then to the lpttle byꝛdes whiche the lymmers of bookes are 
accuſtomed to papnte on the margentes of churche bookes 
and ocher bookes of deuine ſeruice. Their fethers are of maz 
ny faire colours as golden pclowe and greene beſide other va⸗ 
riable colours. Their beake is verpe longe fo; the pꝛopoꝛtion 
of thepz bodies: and as fyne and ſubtile as a ſowpng nedle. 

They are very hardpe: ſo that when they ſee a man clyme the

There is an other kynde of bcaſtes ſeent in the firme land 
which ſeemed very ltraunge and marueilous to the Chꝛyſtian 
men to beholde, and muche differynge from all other beaſtcs 
which haue byn ſeenc in other partes of the wozide, Theſe 
beaftcs are caulcd 8urdei : And are foure footed, hauing their 
taile and al the rcſt of chepz bodies couered onelp with a ſkyn 
lpke the coperture of a barbed hozſe oꝛ the chekered ſkynne ol 
& lpſarte oz Lrocodyle, of coloure betwenc whyte and ruſſet, 


; Anclynpnge ſumwhat moze to whyte. This beaſt, is of on 
barbes an 


and ſhape much lyke to a barbed hozſe with his 

Canketces in all popntes, And from vnder that w is che 
barbe and coperture, the taple commeth foozth, and the feete 
in thepꝛ place, the necke alſo and the eates in thepz partes, 
and in fyne all thynges in lyke ſozte as ina barbeÞ courſer, 
They are of the bygnes of one of theſe common dogges. They 
are not hurtfull. They are fplthy, and haue thepz Habitation 
in ccrten hillockes of carthe where digginge with there fcete 
thep make their dens verp decpe a the holes therof in line ma 
ner as do connpes. Thep are verpe excellent to be eaten, and 
are taken with nettes and ſum alſo killed with croſbowes, 
They are lykewiſe taken often tymes when the huſband men 
burie the ſlubble in ſowpng time, oz to renewe the herbage foz 
kyne and other beaſtes. haue often times eaten of theirfleſhe 
which ſemech to me of better taſt then kyddes eHe,and Hot: 
ſome to be eaten. And if theſe bealles had euer byn ſeene in 
theſe partes of the woozlde where the firſt barbed hozſes — 
their oziginal, no man wold judge but that the fozme and kaſ⸗ 
ſqpion of the coperture of hozſes furniſhed fog the warres was 


byrſtc dcupſed by the ſyght of thels beaſts: 1 
Ther 
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There is alſo in the fitme lande an other beafte caultd 0r- 
fo Formigaro that is, the Ante beare, This beafte in Heare and 
coloure, is much lyke to the beare of Spapne, ard in maner 
of the ſame makyngt laue that hc hath a much longer lnowt 
and is of cupll ſpght. They arc often tymes taken only with 
faucs without any other weapon, and are not hurtful. T hep 
arc alſo taken with dogges bycauſc they are not naturally ar: 
med althowgh they byte lumwhat. They are founde foz the 
moſte parte about and neare to the hyllockes where are great 
ghundaunce of antes, Foz in thele regions is engendered a 
certepne kynde of antes verylyttle and blacke, in the fpcldeg 
and plapnes where as growe no trecs,, where bp thinſlince of 
nature theſe antes ſeparate them ſelues to engender far from 
the wooddes fox feare of theſe beares: The whiche bycauſe 
they are fearcfull, vple, and vnarmed (as J haue ſayde) they 
det pe tuer in places full of trees vntyll very famen and neceſ- 
ſitie, oꝛ the great deſire that they haue to fiede of theſe antes, 
tauſt them to coomme owt of the wood des to hunte foz them. 
Theſe antts make a hyllocke of carih to the heyght of a man, 
oz ſuncwhat moze 02 lefſe, and as bygge as a great cheſt, and 
kumtpmes as bygge as a butte 02 a hogges head, and as hard 
as a ſtone : Sd that they ſceme as thoughe they were ſtones 
Cet vp to lymptte thendes and confines of certepne landes. 
Within theſe hyllockes made of moſt harde earth, are innu⸗ 
merable and infinite lyttle antes, the which map ber gathered 
dy buſſhclles when the hyllocke is broken. The which when 
it is lumtpmes mopſicd by raync and then dzpcd agepne 
the heate of the ſoonne, it bzeaketh and hath certcpne (man 
tyftcs as lyttle and ſubtyle as the edge of a knyfe, And it ſe: 
meth that nature hath gpuen ſenſe to theſe Antes to fpnde 
ſuch a matter of earth wherwith they map make the ſapde hil 
locke of ſuche hardenes that it map ſceme a ſtronge pauement 
made of lyme and one. And wheras J haue pꝛoued and can 
led (um of them to bee bzoken, J haue founde theim of ſuche 
hardenes as if J had not ſeene J coulde not haue belcaued 2 
In lo muche that thep coulde ſcarſelp bee bzoken with pykes 
of Iren: So ſtronge foztreſſes doo theſe lpttle braſtes make 
foz theyʒ ſauegarde agepnſt thepz aduerſaric the beare, who 
is chiefelp nurpſſhed by them, and gynen them as an enemie, 
accozdynge to the common pzouerbe which ſayth, Nor e dun 
| BBb,l, kelſona 
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perſons ſilibera, a chim inobi ilſuo Rargello: That is, there ts no mã lo fre 


that hath not his perſecutour oz pzynie enemie. And here wh#' 
I conſpder the maruelous pr2nidence which nature hath gy: 
uen to theſe lyttle boddies, Ncaule to rememb2annce the wie 
tie ſentence of Plinie, where ſpcakpng of ſuch lyttle beaſtes, 
he ſayth thus. Why doo we maruaple at the towzebearpnge 
ſhoulders of Elephantes, and not rather where nature hathe 
placed ſo many ſences and ſuche induſtry in ſuche lyttle bod; 
dies? whert is hearpnge, ſmellynge, ſecinge, and feelpnge, 
pe, where are the vapnes # arteries (without which no beaſte 
can lyue oz moue) in theſe ſo lyttle boddies whereof ſame are 
ſo ſmaule that thepz hole boddies can ſcarſely be ſenc of owr 
epes, what ſhall we then ſaye of the partes of the ſame ? pet 
tuen amonge theſe are there many of ſuch ſagacitie and indy 
firye as the lpke is not ſerene in beaſtes of greater quantitie, 

no noz pet in man.#c. But to returne to 4 hyſtozie, This 
enemie which nature hath _ to theſe lyttle beaſtes, vſech 
this maner to aſlaple them. When he reſozcethe to the hpl: 
locke where the antes lye hid as in thep2 foztrelTe, he putteth 
his toonge to one of the ryftes wherof we haue ſpoken being 
as ſubtple as the edge of a \woo2 de, and there with continy: 
all lyckpnge, maketh the place moyſt, the fome and froth of 
his mouth beinge of ſuch pꝛopertie that by continual lycking 
the place, it enlargeth the rpfre in ſuch ſort by lyttle and 
tle, that at the length he ealelp putteth in his toonge whiche 
he hath very longe and thynne, and much diſpzoportionate 
to his bodpe. And when he hath thus made free pa Tage foz 
his toonge into the hyllocke to put it caſely in and owt at his 
pleaſure, then he thzuſtech it into the hole as karre as he can 
reache, and ſo letteth it reſte a good ſpace vntyl a great quan 
titie of the antes (whoſe nature reiopłeth in heate and mop⸗ 
fter) haue laden — tonge and as many as he can contepne in 
the holownelle thcrof : at which tyme he ſuddepnlp dzaweth 
it into his mouth and eateth them, and returneth agepne to 
the ſame pꝛactiſe imme diatiy vntyl he haue eaten as manye as 
hym lyſteth,oz as longe as he ran reache any with his tonge. 
The keſſhe of this beaſte, is fplthp and vnſanery. But by rea 
ſon of thertreme ſhyktes and neceſſitie that the Chiiſtian men 
were put to at thepꝛ fp2ſt commpnge into theſe partes, thep 
were infozced to pzoue al thynges and ſo fel to — 
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theſc beaſtes. But when they had founde moze delycate mea- 
tes, thep fell into Hatred with this. Theſe antes haue thap⸗ 

peraunce of the place of thepz entetaunce into the hyllocke, 
vnder the grounde, And this at ſo lyttle a hole that it could 

hardelp be founde pk certepne of them were not ſeene to pate 
in and owt. But by this way the beares coulde haue no ſuch 
dure to e them as about at the ſapde rpftes as J haue 
lande. There is an other ſtrange beaſte whiche by a name of 
contrary effecte, the Spanyardcs caule Cg leggiero, that 
is the lyght dogge, wheras it is one of the Loweſte beaſtes in 
the wozlde, and ſo heauy and dull in mouynge that it canne 
ſcarſelp go fyftie paſes in a hole day. Thele beaſtes are in the 
me lande, and are very ſiraunge to beholde foz the diſpꝛo⸗ 
poꝛtion that they haue to all other beaſtes. They are abomte 
two ſpannes in length when they are growne to thepz full 
byggenefTe. But when they are verp pounge, they are ſumc⸗ 
what moze groſſe then longe. Thep haue foure ſubtyle fiete, 
and in euerp of them foure clawes lpke vnto byzdes, and ioy⸗ 
ned togpther. Pet are nother thepz clawes oz they ficte able 
to t they bodpes fromthe grounde. By reaſon wher⸗ 
of and by the heaupneſſe of theyꝛ boddies, they dzawe they) 
bellyes on the grounde. Thepz neckes are hygh and flrepghe 
and all cquall lpke the peſtle of a moʒtet, which is altogpther 
equall euen vnto the toppe withowt makynge anp pzopoztt- 
on oz ſimilitude of a headde, oz any dyffercnce excepte in the 
noddle. And in the toppes of thepz neckes, thep haue verpe 
rounde faces much lyke vnto owles: And haue a marke of 
thepz owne heart after the maner of a cpzcle whiche makethe 
theyꝛ faccs ſeeme ſumwhat moze longe then large, They haue 
ſmaule cpes and rounde ; And nolirplles lpke vnto munkeps. 

They haue lyttle mouthes, and moue theyꝛ neckes ſtome one 

ſpde to an other as thoughe they were allonpſched. Theyz 

chiefe deſpꝛe and delpte is to cleaue and ſtycke faſte vnto trees 
oz ſume other thynge money thep may clyme alofte, And 
therkoze foz the moſtte parte, thele bcaſtes are founde vppon 
trees whervnto cleaupnge faſt, thep mounte vp by lyttie and 
lpttle, Repinge them lelues by they longe clawes. The co⸗ 
loure of thepz heare, is betwene rulſet and whyte, and of the 
pzoper coloure of the heare of a weſell. — 2 — taples, 
and theyz vopre is much dyckerynge krome other beaſtes : foz 
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they lynge onely in the npghe : And that continnallp frome 
—4 * — ſyngynge ener ſpre notes one hygher then an o⸗ 
ther, ſo faulpnge with the ſame that the ty2ſte note is the 
hyghel and the other in a baſer tcwne as pf a man ſhuld ſap 
Ls, ſal, fa, mi, re, vt, S0 this beaſt ſapth, Ha, ba, ba, ba, ba ba. And 
doubteleſCe, it ſeemeth vnto me, that as J haue ſapde in the 
chapiter of the bcaſte cauled Bd, that thoſe braftes might 
bee thoziginall and document to imbarbe hozſes, cuen ſo the 
fyꝛſte inucnture of muſpcke myght ſceme by the hearpnge of 
this beaſt to haue the fp2t pzinc:ples of that ſcpence rather 
then by anp other thynge in the wozide. But nowe to retnrne 
to the hyllozie: 3 ſap that in a ſbozte ſpace after this beaſte 
hath ſoonge and hath pauſed a rp! 5 ſhe returneth agent 
to the ſelfc ſame longe, and doth this only in the t and 
not in the dap. By reaſon wherof and alſo bytauſe of her e⸗ 
upli ſpght, I thynke her to bee a nyght beaſte and the frende 
of daricneiſe, Humtpmes the Chziſttan menne kpnde theſe 
beaſtes and bzypnge theym home to rheyz howſes, where allo 
thep creepe all abowte with chepz naturall lowenelTe, in ſo 
much that not her foz th2eatenynge 02 pzpckynge thep wylf 
moue any faſter then they natural and accuſtomed paſe. And 
pt thep kynde any trees, they creepe thyther imme diatly, and 
mounte to the toppe of the hygheſt bzannche thereof, where 
they remapne continually foz the ſpace ot c»ght, o2 tenne, oz 
twentie daves without catpnge of any thinge as karre as ary 
man can iudge, And wheras J mp ſelfe haue kepte thepm 
my houſe, J coulde neuer perceaue other but that they Ipne 
onelp of aper. And of the lame opinion are in maner all men 
of thoſe regions, bycauſe they haue neuer ſcene them cate any 
thynge, but cuerturne they? heades and mouthes towarde 
that parte where the wynde bloweth moſt : whereby map bee 
conſpdered that they take moſte pleaſure in the aper. They 
byte not, noz pct can byte, hauyng very lyttle mouthes. They 
are aot venemous oz nopous any wap: but altogyther bzutiſhe 
and vtterlp vnpꝛotytable and without commoditie per knaw⸗ 
en to men, ſaupnge onelp to mone theyz myndes to contem⸗ 
plate thinfinſte poure of god, who delyteth in the varietic of 
eceatures, wherbp appeareth the poure of his incompꝛehen⸗ 
lible wiſedome and maieſtie ſo karte to excede the capacizie.of 
mans undergand enge Nane 11 
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In theſe regions there are likewiſe found cettepne foules 
v2 byꝛdes which the Indians caule Alcatraz, Theſe are much 
gger then geeſe, The greateſt parte of thepz fethers are of 
ruſſet colonure, and in fume partes pelowe, TYP} bylles oz 
beakes are of two ſpannes in length and arge neare to 
the heade, and growpnge kmaule towarde the popnte; T 
haue greate and large thzotes ? And are much lpketo a fot 
which J ſawe in Flaunders in Bznſſelles in yowre maiefties 
pallaice which the Flemynges caule Haina. And J remember 
that when powr maieſtie dpned one day in powre great haule 
there was bought to re maieſties 2 a chauderne 
water with cercepne fyſſhes alyue, which the ſapde foult 
cate vp hole. nd J thynke verely that that foule was a fonle 
of the ſea bycauſe ſhee Had fiete lyke foules of the water as 
haue alſo theſe Alam, which are likewpſe fo ules ot the ſea: 
and of ſuch greatneſſe that J haue ſcene a hole core of a man 
put into the thzoates of one of theym in an in the prare 
1521, And fhzaſnuich as in that coaſte of Parma, 155 paſ: 
ſeth and fipetha greate multitude of theſe Alara btinge a 
thynge very notable, wpll declare the maner hercof as not 
oncly J, but alte dpuers other nowe pꝛeſente in powre ma⸗ 
ieſties cdurte haut okten tpmes ſeene. powre mateſtte ſhall 
therkoze vnderſtande that in this place (as J haue ſapde be: 
foze) the ſea of 5w- ryſeth and fauleth two leagues and moze 
from ſpxe houres to ſpte houres: ſo that when it increaſeth-; 
the watet of the lea arryiteth-ſo nearc ro the hoults pf yarns 
as doth owre fea (caule Mac Metlinrown) in Barzalona oz in 
Naples.

traxxi therwith : and fipe continually ouer it in ſuche a multp⸗ 
tude, that they appeare to couer thupper parte 03 Ronre of 
the water. And thus continue in mountynge and faulpnge 


from the aper to the water, and from the water to the aper diy 
rynge all the tyme of thepz fyſſhpnge. And as ſoone as they 
haue taken any of theſe ſardpnes, they pe aboue the water 
and cate them incontinently, and ſuddepnlp returne agepne 
to the water foz moze, continuing thus courſe by courſe with 
owt ceaſpnge. In lyke maner when the ſea fauleth, they fo 
lowe there fpſChpnge as J haue ſapde, There goethe alſo in 
the company of theſe foules, an other kynde of foules cauled 
coda inforcata, (that is) the fozked taple, whereof J haue made 
mention bekoze. And as ſoone as the Alc«rax mounteth from 
the water —— pray of the ſardpnes, ſuddepnlp this cod 
inforeats gpueth her lo ſtrokes, and ſo perſecuteth her, 
that ſhet cauſcth her to let faule the ſardpnes 122 ſhee hath 
in her mouth, The which as ſoone as they are kaulne, and bs 
foze they pet touch the water, the Code inforcers catcheth them 
euen in the faule, in ſuche ſozte that it is a great pleaſure th 
bcholde the combatte betwene them all the dape longe. The 
number of theſe Alcera:xi is ſuch, that the Chzpſtian menne 
are accuſtomed to ſend to certepne Jlandes and rockes which 
are ncarc abowte pan, with they boates oz barkes to take 
theſe Alcatraxxi whplc thep are pet pounge and can not flye:

There are other foules cauled Pſereſempie 2 that is, ſimple 
ſparowes, Theſe art ſumw hat lelſe then lemewes ; _—_—— 
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zhep2 flete lyke vnto great malardes: And ftande in the wa: 
ter lumtymes. And when the ſhyppes Caple fpftie oz a Hun: 
dꝛeth leaques abowte the Jlandes, theſe foules beholdpnge 
the ſhyppes commyng towarde them, bzeake they} 2 
faule downe vpon the ſaple pardes, maſtes, and cables t . 
And are ſo ſimple and folpſhe that they tary vntyll they mayt 
eaſelp be taken with mens handes, and were therefoze caulcd 
of the marpners ſimple ſparowes. They are blacke, and vp- 
pon their blacke, haue thepz headde and ſhoulders of fethers 
of a darke ruſlect coloure, They are not good to bee taten, al- 
thowgh the mariners haue ſumtimes bin infozced to eate the, 
There is an other kynde of byꝛdes in the fpzme lande, 
which the Lhziftians caule picum, bycauſe they haue very great 
beakes in reſpecte of the lyttleneſſe of thepz boddies: Foz 
they beakes are very heaup and wape moze then thepz hole 
boddyes bypſpde.

a quarter of a parde in length oz moze, and bendpnge downe 
towarde the carthe, and thzee fpngers bzode neare vnto the 
heade, Thepz tonges are very quilles, wherwith thep make 
a greate hyſſpnge. They make holes in trees with thepz bea⸗ 
kes, in the which they make thepz neſtes. And ſurely theſe 
byꝛdes are maruelous to beholde foz the great difference whi: 
che they haue from all other byꝛdes that J haue ſeene, aſwel 
foz theyꝛ toonges (which are quylles as J haue ſapde)as alſo 
foz the ſtrangeneſle of rhep2 ſpght and diſpꝛopoꝛt ion of their 
greate beakes in reſpect of the reſt of thepꝛ boddies. There: 
are no bp3des founde that pzoupde better fo2 the ſafegarde of 
thep2 pounge in the tyme of chepz bzeedynge to bet withowte 
daunger of wplde cattes that thep enter not into they} neſtes 
to deſtrope they egges 02 pounge, And this aſwell by che 
ſtraunge maner of bupldpng thepz neues, as alſo by cheyz 
owne defence. And therfoze when they perceaue that the cat: 
tes appꝛoche towarde them, they enter into thepz neſtes: and 
holdpnge thepz beakes towarde thenteraunce of che ſame, 
ſtande at chep2 defence, and ſo vere the caftes that they canſe 

them to leaue thepʒ enterpayſe. |

craftc in defendynge her pounge from perell. Theſe bypꝛdes 
arc lyttle and in maner blacke, and ſumewhat bygger then 
owre thuThesz They haue certeyne whyte fethers in theyz 
neckes, and the lyke lagacitie oz ſharpenes of ſcuſe as haue 
the byꝛdes 4 cauled c.. They ſtldomt tymes light 
vppon the earth. They make thepꝛ neſtes in trees ſeparat ed 
from other, bycauſe the wylde cattes (cauled Mummoni) are ac 
cuſtomed to leapefrome tree to tree, not deſcendynge to the 
ounde foz feare of other beaſtes, excepte whent hey are en 
oꝛced bp thyꝛſte to coomme downe to dꝛynke at ſuche tpmes 
as they are (ure not to bee moleſted. And foz this cauſe doo 
not theſe byꝛdes makethep2neſtes but in trees farre diupdey 
from other, They make them of a cubette in length oz moze, 
after the maner of bagges oz lyttle ſackes, large at the bor: 
tome, and growpnge narower and narower towarde the 
mouth whereby they are faſtened : hauynge the hole whereat 
they enter into the lacke, of ſuch byggencs as may onelp ſuf 
fice to receaue them, And to thende that the cattes mayt not 
deuoure thepz pounge pf they chaunce to mounte vppon the 
trees where thep haue they neſtes, thep vſe an other crafte, 
which is. to make they? neſtes in thycke bꝛaunches of trees, 
and to defende the ſame with ſharpe and ſtronge thoznes im: 
n and ſet in ſuch oz der that no man is able to make the 
pke, So that the cattes can by no meanes put thepꝛ legges 
into the hole of che neſte to take owte the pounge byꝛdes, aſ⸗ 
well foz the ſharpenes of the thoznes as alſo foz the depth of 
the ncſtes, in the bottome wherof, the pounge birdes reſt with 
owt daunger of thep2 enemie. Foz ſum of thepꝛ neſtes bepnge 
thee 02 foure ſpannes in lengthe, the legge of the catte can 
not reache to the bottome therof. Thep vſe alſo an other pol 
lucie: which is, to make manp of thcpz neſtes in one tree The 
which they doo fo2 ont of theſe two cauſes : that is, that cy: 
ther of theyꝛ owne naturall diſpoſition they are accuſtomed 
to go in great multitudes, & retoplein the company of theyz 
owne generation as do the byzdes which we caule ſtares, oz 
elles to thintent that pt it oulde ſo chaunce that the cattes 
chulde clyme the trees where thep make thepz neſtes, they 
night bee a greater company to reſplie and moleũ the _ 
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at whoſe appꝛoch they make a fcarcful and terrible cry, wher 
by the cattes are put to dpght. 

Furthermoze,in the firme land, and in the Jlandes, there 
ate certeyne byꝛdes cauled fiche oz Gaxzuole, fumewhat lyke 
vnto thoſe which we caulc woodwaulcs, oz woodpeckes. be⸗ 
inge lelle then owrs of Spapne. Theſe arc altogither blacke, 
and go hoppynge and leapyng. Thcyz beakes are alſo blacke 
and of the lame faſhpon as are the popingiaps beakes. They 
haue longe taples, and are ſumwhat bygger then ſlarts. 

There are other byꝛdes cauled Finraddli,, whiche are lpke 
bnto cert epne greetie byzdes whiche the Italpans caule Fri; 
guelli: and are of ſcuen coloures. Thele byꝛdes fo} fare of the 
cattes, are eucr woonte to make they? neſles'ourrthe bankes 
of rpucrs 0z the ſea, where the bzaunches of trees ſo reache 
ouer the water that with a lyttle wepghe thep mapt bowe 


ts of the bzaunches that when the cattes coome thcron, 
zaunches bende towarde the water, and the cattes turne 
backe agepne foz fcare of faulpnge. Foz althoughe no beaſfte 
in the wozlde bee moze malicious then this, pet whereas the 
moſte parte of beaſtes are naturally inclyned to ſwymme, this 
cattchath no maner of apteneſſe thereunto, and is therefoze 
foone dꝛowned oz ſtrangeled in the water, and by a pzyuie 
ſenſe of nature feareth the daunger which he can not eſcape, 
Theſe byzdes make thep? neſtes in ſuche ſozte,that althowgh 
they bee weete and kylled with water, pet doo they ſo fudden 
iy ryſe vp ageptre 5 that the younge- byzdes are not thereby 
e 02 dzowned. - PETER | 
There are alſo many nyghtyngales and other byzdes wh 
che ſpnge maruelouſly with great melodie and dyfference in 
ſpngynge, Theſe by2des are of marnelous dpucrs coloures 
e one from the other. Sum are altogither pelowe, and ſum 
other of ſo excellente, delectable, and hyghe a coloure. as it 
weare a rubpe, Other are alfo of dpuers and variable co⸗ 
lonres : ſum of fewe coloutes, and other ſume all of one co- 
loure: beinge all ſo fapze and bewtifull, that in bzyghtneſſe 
and ſhynynge they excell all that arc ſeene in Spapne, oz Ita⸗ 
ly oz other ptouinces ot Europe. Many of theſe are taken 
wi es, and ſpzpnges of dpuers ſoztes.

\pzeadpnge abzode. Theſe trees are hygh: and are founde in 
great plentic in the coaſte of the (ea of sur, in the pzouinceof 
Cacique Chimen, Theſe date trees bzpnge furth a frute after this 
foztc, Beinge altogyther vnite as it grower on — it 
is of greater circumference then the heade of @ man; 
the ſuperficiall parte to the mpddeſt which is the frute, it is 
inyolued and coucred with many webs much lyke duto thoſe 
pyꝛdes of towe whiche they vſein A Of this tome oꝝ 
webbe, the Eaſt Indians make a certepne kynde of clotheof 
thee az foure ſoztes, andcozdes foz the-ſaples of. ſhyppes. 
But in theſe Indies of powr mateſtie, they paſſe not foz theſe 
co2des oz thus clothe that mape be made of the frute of Cocus, 
by reaſon of the great plentie that they haue of he bombage 
oz cotton of the gollampime trees. The frute which is in the 
mpddeſt of the lapde towe, is (as J haue ſayde) as bygge as 
a mans fyſte, and lumtpmes twypſe as bpgge and moze. Jt is 
in fozme, lpke unto a walnatte, oz ſum other rounde thynge 
fumwhat moe konge then large, and very harde. The rynde 
oz barke herof, is as thycke as thecpzcle of letters of ariale 
of plate, And within, there cleauet h kalle to the rpnde of che 
nutte a carnoſit ie oz ſubſtaunce of cooznel, of the thyckenelle 
of haife a fynger oz of the leaſt fynger of the hande: And ig

keys, when they crye: whiche crpe the Indians caule coc: 
But in very deede, this tree is a kynd of date trees: and hath 
the ſame effccte to heale fretynge of the guttes, that linie 
delcrpbeth all kyndes of date trees to haue. 

There are furthermoze in the kirme lande, trees of ſuche 
byggeneſle that J dare not ſpcake therof but in place where 
J baue ſo many wptnelles which haue leene the lame as wel 
as J. I ſap therfoze, that a leaque from Dariens oz the citie 
of Sancta Maris Antiqua, there palſeth a rpuer very large & diepe, 
which is cauled cen: ouer the which the Indians had lapde 
a greate tree ſo trauerſinge the ſame that it was in the ſteade 
of a bzpdge., the which J my ſelfe with dpucrs other that are 
at this peſent in powre maieſties courte, haue often tymes 
paſſed ouer. And fozaſmuch as the ſapde tree had lyne longe 
there, and by the great weight therof was ſo (htonke downe: 
warde and partely coucred with water that none could paſſe 


auer it but were werte to the knee, J being then in the peare 
. © 5-24, thoficial of Juſtice in that citie at powre maieſties ap: 


popntemente, cauſed an other greate tree to bee lapdc in that 
place whiche in lyke mancrtrauerſed the ryuer and reached 
moze the fpftie foote oner the further ſyde. This tree was er: 
ceadpnge greate, and reſted aboue the water moze then twoo 
cubptes. In the faule, it caſt downe all ſuche other trees as 
were within the reache therof : And difcouered certepne vp⸗ 
nes whiche were ſo laden with blacke grapes of plcaſaunte 


taſte, that thep ſatiſfpcd moze then fiftie perſons whiche eate 


they} kylle therof, This tree in che thyckeſt parte therof. was 
moze then ſyxtene ſpannes thicke: And was neuerthelelle but 
tyttle in reſpect of many other trees which are founde in this 


- | pzouince, Foz the Jndeans of the coaſte and pꝛouince of Cr 


ezgeni«, make barkes oz boates therof (which they caule c- 
as,) of ſuch byggenelle, beinge all of one hole tree; that ſumt 
couteyue a hundzeth men, ſame a hundzerh thirtie, — 
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ſume moze, hauynge neuertheleTe-ſuche bopde ſpace within 
the ſame, that there is lefte ſuiciente roome to palle to and 
fro though owte all the . Sum of theſe are ſo large by: 
ſpde the length, that they contepne moze then tenne oz twelue 
ſpannes in bzeadth, and ſaple with twoo ſaples as with the 
maſter ſaple and the trinkette which they make of veryy good 
cotton. The greateſt trees that J haue ſeene in theſe partes 
02 in anye other regions, was in the pꝛouince of Guaturo, the 
kynge wherof rebellpnge from thobedience of powre maieſtie, 
was perſued by me and taken pzpſoner : At whiche tyme I 
with my company, paſſed ouer a bygh mountapne ful o 

great trees, in the toppe wherof we founde one tree whiche 
had thice rootes oz rather diniſions of the roote aboue the 
earth in fozme of a trpangle oz triuette: ſo that betwene eue⸗ 
ry foote of this triangle oz thꝛee feete, there was a ſpace of 
twentie foote betwene euerp foote, And this of ſuch Hepghe 
aboue the carthe, that a ladcn carte of thoſe wherewith thep 
are accuſtomed to bzpnge mu cozne in the tpme of harueſt in 
the kyngedome of Toledo ig Spapne, mpght eaſelp haue pat: 
ſed thzowgh euery of thoſe particions oz wpndowes whiche 
were betwene the three keete of the layd tree, From the earth 
vpwarde to the trunke of the tree, the open places of the dy⸗ 
uiſions betwene theſe thzec feete, were of luche hepght from 
the grounde, that a footeman with a iauelyn was not able 
to reache to the place where the ſapde feete iopned togyther 
in the trunke oz body of the tree which grewe of great height 
in one piece and one hole bodp, oz cuer it ſp2edde in bzaun⸗ 
ches, which it did not befoze it exctaded in Hephhe the rowze 
of lapnt Romane in the citic of Toledo: from whiche hepght 
and vpwarde, it ſpzcadc very greate and ſtronge bzaunches. 
Amonge certepne Spanpardes which clymed this tree. J mp 
lelke was onc, And when J was alcended ta the place where 
u begunne to ſpꝛeade the bzanches, it was a maruelous thing 
to beholde a greate countrey of ſuche trees towarde the pꝛo⸗ 
uince of Abzapme. This tree was ealy to clyme, by rea on of

trtes. And this which J haue nowe declared. was ſcene of 
all the companye that was there with me when (as J haue 
Capde befoze) J cooke kynge Cuatwro prpſoner in the peare 
1522, Manp thynges moze mpght here bee ſpoken as toy: 
chynge this matter, as alſo howe there are many other excel 
lent trees founde of dpuers ſoztes and dyffcrence, as ſwecte 
Ceder trees, blacke date trees, and many other: of the which 
ſum are ſo heaup that they can not flote aboue the water but 
ſpnke immediatlp to the bottome. And other agepne as light 
as a coꝛke. As touchynge all whiche thynges J haue wzyt: 
ten moze largely in mp genera!ll hyſtozie of the Indies. 

And fozaſmuch as at this pzeſent J haue entered to intreate 
of trees, befozc I paſſe any further to other thynges, J wyl 
declare the maner howe the Jndians kpndle fpze, only with 
woodde and without kpꝛe, the mauer wherof is this. 
take a piece of woodde of two ſpannes in lengthe, as bygge 
as the leaſte fpnger of a mans hande, s2 as an arrowe well 
pullyThed, and of a ſtronge kynde of woodde whiche they 
keepe onelp fox this purpoſe, 2nd where they intende to kyn 
dle any kyꝛe, thcp take two other pieces of woodde of the dip 
eſt and lyghteſt that they can fpnde, and bynde them faſt to; 
gyther one with an other as cloſe as two fpngers iopned. In 
the myddeſt oz betwene theſe, they put che popnt of the fp2ite 
Ipttle ſtacte made of harde and _ wood which they hold 
in thepꝛ handes bp the toppe thereof, and turne oz rubbe it 
rounde aboute continuallp in one place betwene the two pie: 
ces of woodde which lye bounde togyt her vppon the earthe, 
which by that vnceſlant rubbpnge and chakpuge, are in ſhozt 
ſpace kpndelcd and take fycr, ' 

F haue alſo thought good here to ſpeake ſumwhat of ſuch 
thynges as coomme to mp rememberaunce of certepne trees 
which are founde in this lande, and ſumetpme alſo the lpke 
haue bynne ſcene in Hpapne. Theſc are certepne anal ir 


troonkes which haue ipne ſo longe rottyng on the capth t

Epze bzandes, And when the Spanpardes fyn! 
woodde, and intende pzinily in the nyght to 9 
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imuade any pꝛoninee when caſe lo requyꝛeth that it thalbe ne: 
ceſſary to go in the nyght in luche places where they knowe 
not the wap, the fozmoſt Chꝛiſtian man whiche guydethe the 
wape, aſſociate with an Indian to directe hym therein, ta⸗ 
keth a lyttle ſtatre of the ſayde woodde, which he putteth in 
his cappe hangynge be hynde on his ſhoulders, by the lyght 
wherof he that foloweth nexte to him, direcreth his tourney, 
who alſo in lyke maner bcareth an other ſtarre behpnde hym, 
by the ſhynpnge whereof the thyꝛde foloweth the ſame wape, 
and in lpke maner do al the reſt, ſo that by this mcanes none 
are loſte o} ftragle owte of the way, And fozaſmuche as this 
lyght is not ſcene very farre, it is the better pollicie foz the 
Lhzpſtians bycauſe they are not thereby diſcloſed bcfoze they 
inuade thep} enemies. | 

Furthermoze as touchpnge the natures of trees, one par- 
ticular thpnge ſeemeth woozthy to bee noted, wherof Þlinie 
maketh mention in his natural hyſtozpe where he ſapthe that 
there are certepne trees which contpnewe cuer greene and ne⸗ 
ner loſe thepʒ leauecs, as the bape tree, the Ceder, the oran 
tree, and theolpuc tree with ſuch other, of the whiche in all 
x0 der he nameth not paſte fpue oz ſyx e. To this purpoſe, 
I ape, that in the Jlandes of theſe Indies, and alſo in the 
firme lande, it is a thpnge of muche difficultle to fynde twoo 
trees that loſe oz caſt thepꝛ leaues at any tyme, Foz althowgh 
J haut diligentely ſearched to knowe the trewthe hereof, pit 
baue J not feene any that loſe they? leaues, epther.of thepm 
which we haue bzowght owt of Spayne into theſe regions, 
as Ozange trees, Linions, Ceders, jSalmes, oz date teces 
and Pomegranate trecs, 02 of any other in thele regions ex⸗ 
cepte onelp cala, which loſeth his ſeaucs and hath a greater 
thynge appꝛopꝛziate to it ſcife onely: which is, that whereas 
all other trees and plantes of India ſpꝛeade theyz rootes no 
diepcr in the carthe then the depth of a mans hepght oz ſume: 
what moze, not deſcendyng any kurt her into the ground by 
rcaſon of the greate Heate which is found bencth that depth, 
pet dooth cis pcatce further into the grounde vntyl it nd 
water: whiche by rhe Þhyloſophers opinion ſhoulde be the 
cauſe of a thynne and watcrpradpcalk moyſter to ſuche thpn: 
ges as dꝛawe thepꝛ nuryſhement tHerof, as fat and vnctuous 
groundes with temperate heate, velde a fait e firme mopſlure 
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to uche thyn2es as growe in them, whiche is the canſe that 
ſuche trees lole not they leaues, as the ſapde thynne and wa 
teryſche moyſture is cauſe of the contrarie, as appearethe hy 
the ſapde effecte which is ſeene onelp in c and none ot her

In this kpnde, 
there are founde ſum greater and lum leſſe, ot the which ſum 
they vſe to make Raney fox arrowrs, There is founde an 
other kpnde which ſuerly is marueplous, bepnge lpttle byg: 
er then a Jauclen, the canes whereof are longer then twoo 
pannes. Theſe reedes growe one karre from an other, as ſun 
tymes twentie oz thirtie paſes, and ſume alto twoo oz 
thiee leaques, They growe in maner in all pꝛoupnces in the 
Indies: And growe nere to verp hygh trees whereunto th 
leane, and creepe vp to the toppes of thepz bzaunches, whic 
they imbzaſe and deſcende agepne downe to the earth. Thepz 
canes are full of moſte cleare water without any maner of tall 
— on ſauourt epther of the canes oz of anp other thyuge: And 
ſuche as pf it were taken owte of the freſheſte ſpzpnge in the 
wozlde. Nox pet is it knowen that euer it hurte any that 
dzoonke therot. Fox it hath ottentpmes ſo chaunced that as 
the Lhzpſten men haue trauapled in theſe regions in deſolate 
- wapes where foz lacke of water thcp hane bn in great _— 


* 
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ger to dye foz thy2lie, they haue eſcapcd that perell by reaſon 
that they founde the ſayde tecdes, ot the water of whoſe ca⸗ 
nes they haue dzoonke a great quantitie withowt any hurce 
thereof enſcwpnge. Therefqze when they kynde theſe in any 
place, they make water veſlelles of the canes therof,and carp 
as many of them ful of water as may ſuffice foz one dapes oi 
yay. And lumtyme they cary ſo many,that thep cake foz' tue: 
ry man two oz thzee quattrs of water which may ſerne them 
fot mars — — wp it doth not coꝛtupte, but remapncthe

* There axe alſo certeine plautes which the Chriſtians caul 
Flaum. Theſe are as hygh as trees, and become as 
che trunke as the knee of a man 0z moze. Frome the koote to 
the toppe, they beate certepne longe and large leaues, beinge 
moe then thice ſpannecs in largenes, and about ten oz twelue 
in length: The whiche when they arc broken of the wpnde, 
the ſtalke remayneth holt in the mpddeft, In the mpddeſte of 
this plant in the eſt parte thertof, there groweth a cluz 
dier wit h foꝛtie 0z fyftielacans abo wt it, eucrp of them be 
inge a ſpanne and a halfe in length; and as bygge as a mans 
arme in the {manle, oz moe 03 leſſe accodynge to the good⸗ 
neſſe of the ſople where they growe.

the place wher they gro v, there iſſhewerh koztha great quan 
titie of water as well owte of the plance as owte of che place 
where it grewe: In ſuche ſozte that all che moyſture of the 
earth farre abowte, ſteme to bee gathered to gyther a: 
bowte the trunke oz blocke of the ſapde — 1 : with the 
frutes whercof, the antes art ſo farre in loue, that thep art 


ſecne in great multitudes in the bzanches of the plantes, $0 


that foz che multitude thereof it ſumetyme ſo chaunceth-that 
men art intozced to take away the jSlatans frome thepz pol⸗ 
ſeſſipn;. Theſe frutes are founde at all tymes of the peate. 
There is alſo an other kynd of wyld plantes that groweth 
in the feldes: which I haue not ſeene but in the Jlande of 
* pamola, althowgh thep be founde in other Alandes of 
the Indies. Theſe thep caule ra. Thep growe of a thiſtle 
full of thoznes, and bzpnge koozth a fruitemuche lpke vnto 
great fygges, which haue a crowne lpke medlers, and are 
within of a hyghe coloure, with grapnes and the rynde lyke 
vnto a fygge.

The laſie dap ot Marche ncare vnto Eaſter, the capitaine 
cauſe d his pzceſte to ſap maſſe, and ſente to the kinge by thin⸗ 
terpzetoure, that His commpng a lande at that tyme was not 
to dyne with hym, but onlp to Heare maſſe, The Capitayne 
came alande with fyftie of His men in thepz beſt apparel with 
owte weapons oz harneſſe,and all the relpdue well armed. 
Befoze the boates came to lande, he cauled ſire pieces of 02-

And there 
is no doubt hut there are autours of moze auttquitie then that 
age in the which any thynge was rxactly knowen oz dilco⸗ 
ucred of the nozth regions.

tcage. This ſea at certepne tymes of the pearce, poureth furth 
his plentifulneTe,02 rather dzpneth furth his increate to ſeke 
ncwe manſions, and art here taken in they} paTage, Fur: 
thermoꝛe alſo, euen the mouthes of the riuer of Tpber receate 
a fpiThe as a newe geſt ſent from the nozth ſe . This ſwamme 
twpſe though Fraunce and twtlethzoughe Spayne : Ouer: 
pallcd the Ligurian and Tuſcan ſea to communicate her ſclfe 
to the citie of Rome. The lakes alſo and rpucrs of thode re:

of coulde is able to ext ingupſſhe thincreate of the peare folow 
inge, and the ſucceiſion reparable ſo —＋ hundzech peares, 
And I plapnelp thinke, that pf it chulde of neceTicie folowe, 
tht one of theſe two elementes, the cearthe and the water, 
dul de be deſtructiue to lpupnge creatures, the Water ſhulde 
chiefely haue wiought this effect e.

Bp this pꝛiout 
dence of nature, the vttermoſt ſea is very ſalte. And ſalte (as of 2 
wytneſſeth Plinie). peldeth the fatnefle of ople. But ople, by 
a certepne natiue Heate, is of pꝛopertie agreable to fpze. The 
ſca then, beinge all of ſuch qualitie, pourcth fur:h it ſelfe far 
vppon thertreme landes, wherebp by reaſon of the ſalteneſſe 
therof, it moueth and Ctercth vp generative heate, as by fat: Sener ative 
nelle it nozyTheth the fecunditle of thynges genergte. It gp beate. 
nech this frutfulnes to the earth at certepne finds, althou 
the earth alſo it ſelfe, haue in his inner bowels che ſameline- 
ly and naryThpnge heate, wherby not only the dennes, caues 
and holowe places, but alſo tprpnges of water are made coulcke cast 
warme: And this ſo much the moze, in howe muche the wpn: of inwarge 
ter is moze vehement. This thpng dooth moze appere by this heate. 
tremple, that the mounrapnes of Rozwap and Sucthlande 
are fruteful of metals, in the which, ſpluer and copper are con wetals.

Not farre from theſe mountapnes reachynge toward the 
ſea coaſtes, are foure ſpꝛynges of water of moſte diners and 
conttarp nature. The fpꝛſte, by reaſon of his perpetuall and 
ferucute heate, luddepnelp turneth all bodies that are caſte 
therin, into ſtones, relerupnge neuerthelelle thepz fp2ſt fozme 
and Tape, The leconde, is of intollerable couldenelle. The 
thyꝛde is ſweeter then Hony, and moſt pleaſaunte to quenche 
thy2\t.

The nauigation is not open to this Jlande but in ſom⸗ 
mer ſeaſon : and that only foz the ſpace of foure moonethes, 
by reaſon of the coulde and Jſe whereby the paTage is ſtop⸗ 
ped. If any ſtiryfe oꝛ debate arpſe on the ſca amonge the ma: 
rincrs fo2 the commoditie of the hauen, the gouernour of the 
place alrhowgh he haue knowleage therof, pet dooth he not 
puny{The the:n,foraſmuch as it appertepneth not to his office 
to decernc ſuch thynges as are doonnec on the lea, but onlp on 
the lande. Shippes are there often tpmes in great pereli by 
reaſon of whales and ſuch other monſters of the ſca, crcepre 
the mariners take good heede and keepe them farre frome the 
ſhyppes with the nopſc of dioommes, and emptie barrels caſt 
into the ſea. There arc many mynſtrcls and other that plap 
on inſtrumentes, with the {wcete nopſe whereof, thep vſe 
to allure foules and fiſches to theyʒ nettes and ſnares. Manp 
alſo, lpe lurkpynge in caues and dennes to auopde the ſharpe: 
nelle of coulde, as the Ackricanes doo the lpke to defend them 
ſclues from the heate. On the toppe of a certepne mountapne 
cauled Weplzarch, (Ipinge betwene Jſlande and Gruntland 
o2 Gronlande) is erected a ſhypmans quadꝛant of maruc ilous 
byggenede, made by two pirates named Dinnigt # PPothorſt 
in tauour of iuch as ſaple by thoſe coaſtes that they map ther 
by auopde the daungerous plates lpinge towarde Sronland.

ces, and to graunt free paſſage into owte dominions. In con 
ſideration wherof, we haue lente vnto powe owre faithfull 
ſeruaunt Demetrius Eraſmus with thele owre letters: and 
with hym haue remitted {Paulus Centurto: deſpzinge powe 
alſo ſhoztly to diſmille Demetrius with ſafegarde and indem 
nitic vnto the bozthers of owre dominions. And we wpl like 
wpſe doo the lame if powe ſende powre ambaſſadoure with 
Demetrius, wherbp both bycommunicatton and letters, wee 
map bee better certified of thozder and adminiſtration of ſuch 
thynges as powe require : ſo that beinge aduertiſed of the 
mindes a intent of al other Chziſtian pinces, we map alſo con 
ſult what is beſt to be done herein. Thus fare pe wel. Giuer 
in owr dominion in owr citie of Moſcouia, inthe peare from 
the creation of the wozlde, ſeuen thouſande and thzee hun; 
dzcth, the thyꝛde dap of Apzell. | 
But Demetrius, as he is experte in dinine and humane 
thpnges, and eſp;cially of holp ſcripture, ſeemed to haue ſe: 
create commaundement of greater matters whiche we thinke 
he wyll hoztly declare to the ſenate in pꝛiuate conſultations, 
Foz he is nowe delivered of the keuer into the whiche he fell 
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by chaunge of 1 and hath ſo reconered his firengthe and 
natiue colour, that beinge a man of thzceſcoze pt arcs of age, 

he was not only pꝛeſente at the popes mallecelebzated with 

great ſolemnitie in the honour of ſaynt Colmus and Damian Cardinal 
but came alſo into the Senate at ſuch tyme as Cardinal Lam Campegius. 
pegius,commynge fpzft from the legacie of Pannonia, was re 
ccaued-of the pope and all the nobilitie of the courte: And fur 
thermoze alſo vewed the temples of the holpe citie with the 
tunes of the Bomane magneficence, and with woonderynge T* 'vines 
tyes dehelde the lamentable decay of the auncient bulldinges *2*+ 

So that we thinke that ſhoztly after he hath declared his mel 

ſage, he ſhall returne to Moſcouta with the byſhop of Sca⸗

ly increaſed by the winter ſnow and iſt reſolucd by the heate wariſſhes in 
of the ſoonne, the plapncs and fycldes are therby onerflowen ſomme r. 
with mariſſhes, and all iozneps incumbered wich continuall 
waters and mpzie labbyneſſe vntpl by the benefite of the new 
wynter the rpuers and mariſChes bee froſen agepne, and giue 
lafe paſſage to the lleades that are accuſtomed to ioznep bp 
the lame.

fenſe of ſo fapꝛe and goodlp a caſtell. Foz the cit ic is exten: 

ded with a longe tracte of bupldpnges bp the bankes of the 

tpuer koꝛ the ſpace of fpue mples. The houſes are made all 

of tpn: ber, and are dinſdcd into parlers, chambers, & kichins 

of large roomes : pet nepther of vnſetmelp height oz to lowe,

Cl.myles 
at the enteraunce of the ryuer Sura, Baſtlins that now teig

the ſeate of they2 conrte and Empire in dpuers cities. Foz 
Nonogrodia whiche lpeth towardethe Wee and the Lyuon 
ſea, not manp pcarcs paſt, was the headde citie of Wolcouia, 
# obtepned euer the chiefc dignitie by reaſon of the incredible 
number of houſes and edifics, with the opoꝛtunitie of the 
large lake replcnpThed with fpyThe, and alto foꝛ che fame of 
the moſte auncient and venerable temple whiche moze then 
fourc hundzeth percs ſence was dedicated to Sancta Sophia 
Lizzpſte the ſoonne of Bod, accozdypnge to the cuſtome of the 
Eapzoyrs of Bizantium nowe cauled Lonſtantinople. Nouo 
grodia is oppteTed in mancr with conrinuall wpnter and 
darkeneTe of longe nyghtes, Foz it hath the pole Artike ele: 
nate about the Bozizon thzeeſcoze and foure degrees: and is 
further from the Squinoctiall then Molcouta by almoge . vi. 
degrees. Bp whiche dpTcrence of hcauen, it is ſapde that at 
the ſoommer llepe of the loonne, it is bmute with continuall 
heate by reaſon of the ſhazte nyghtes. 

The citie alſo of Tolodemaria, beinge moze then twoo 
hundzeth mples diſtant from AJoſca towarde the Faſte, had 
the name of the chiele citie and kpnges towne, whpther the 
ſcate of Thempire was trauUatcd by the valiant Emperoucs 
foz neceiCarie conſiderations, that (ſuch apde, furniture, and 
requiſites as apppertcpne to the warres myght bee neare at 
hande at (uche (pine as thep Repte coutinuall warre agepnſte 
the Tariars thepz boztherers, Foz it is ſi: uate withowt Vol: 
ga, on the bankes of the rpucr Lleſma , whiche fauleth into 
Uolga., But i43oſcha, aſwell Foz thoſc gyftes and commodi⸗ 


tics whereof we haue ſpoken, as alle that it is ſituate in the 
mpddel of the moſt frequented place of all the region and Em 
picc, and dekended with the vice Ly: 77 1 yary in compa⸗ 
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rpſon to other cities byn thowght moſte wooꝛthp to bee eller: 
med koꝛ the chiefe. Moſcha is diſtant from Nouogrodia fine 
hund:eth mples : and almoſt in the mpdde way is the citie of 
Ottofcria (otherwple cauled Otwer oꝛ Tuwer) vppon the rp 
ner of Golga. This rpuer neare vnto the fountapnes and 
ſptinges of the lame, not pet increaſed by receaupng ſo manp 
other rpuers, runneth but lowelp and gentellp: And palleth 
from thenſe to Nouogrodia thzough manp wooddes and de: 
ſolate plapnes. Furrhcrmoze frome Nouogrodia to Riga the 
ncxte pozteof the Sarmatian ſca, is the ioʒnap of a thouſany 
myles lyttle mote oꝛ leſſe. This tracte is thought to bee mote 
commodious then the other, bycauſc it hath manye townes 
and the citie of Plelcouia in the waye, beinge imbzaſcd with 
tworpuers, From Uiga (pertepnpnge to the dominton of the 
greate maſter ot the warres of the Linons) to the citie of Ly: 
beckc a poꝛte of Bermame in the goulfe of Cymbzica Cherſo⸗ 
neſus (nowe cauled Denmarke) are numbered aboute a tho: 
ſande mples of daungerous ſaplynge. 

From Rome to the citie of Moſcha,the diſlance is know: 
en to bee two thouſande and ſpre hundzeth miles by the nen: 
reſt wap paſſpnge by Nauenna, Taruiſium, the Alpes of Car: 
nica: Allo Uillacum, Nozicum, and Uienna of Pannonie: 
and from thenſe (paſſynge oucr the ryuer of Danubins)to Ol 
mutium of the Marouians and to Cracouia the chiefe citic of 
Polonie, are coumpted, xi. hundzeth mples. From Cracouia 
to Uilna the headde citie of Lithuania,are coumpted fiue hun 
dzeth mples : and as many from that citie to Smolenzko ſity; 
ate beponde Bozpſthenes, from whenſe to Moſcha are coump 
ted ſyxe hundzech mples, The 10znep frome Uilna by Smoz 
Icnzko to Moſcha , is trauapled in wynter with erpedite 
leades and incredible celeritie vppon the ſ\nowes hardened 
with longe froſte and compacte lpke Jſebp reaſon of muche 
wearpnge, But in ſoommer, the plapnes can not bee oner: 
alled but by difficulte and labozious trauaple. Foz when the 
nowes by the continuall heate of the ſoonne begyn to melte

The common people dzinke mede made of hany & hoppes 
ſodden together, whiche they keepe longe in pptched barrells 
where the goodnes increateth with age.

They ate ſeldom bydden furth to any feaſtes:nether 
are permytted to reſozte to churches farreof,, oz to walke a⸗ 
bꝛode withowe ſum greate conſpderation. But the common 
ſozte of women, are eaſelp and foz a ſmaule pꝛice allured to 
lecherpe euen of ſtraungers: by reaſon wherok, the gentelmen 
doo lyttle oz nothpnge eſteme them.

tics and townes, and ledde awap innumcrable captiues, euen 
from the citic Moſcoma which they polleſled foz a tyme, and 
had vtterly deſtroped the ſame if it had not byn foz the valp⸗ 
antneſlc of the Almapne gunners which kept the caſtcll with 
great oꝛdinaunce. They alſo putte duke Baſilius to ipght, 
and cauſed him to make a letter of his owne hande to Mach⸗ 
metgirei theyꝛ kynge to acknowleage hym ſelfe for a perpetu: 
all tributarie to them, wheruppon they dillolued the liege, 
and gaue the Moſcou'tes free libertie to redeeme thep2 cap: 
tiues and gooddes, and lo departed. But Baſilins not longe 
able to abyde this contumclic and diſhonour, after that he had 
putte to death ſuche as by flpinge at the kyiſt encounterpnge 
were the cauſe of this ouerthꝛowe, allembled an armpe of a 
hundzcth and foureſcoze thouſande men ſhoztelp after in the 
peare.

With which wooꝛdes Balilius binge greatly accenſed 

and burnyng with delpze of reuenge, imuaded the kyngdome 

of Caſan: whoſe kynge beinge ftryken with ſuddepne feare 

at thappꝛoche of ſo terrible an armp,alligned the gouernance 

of his kyngdome to the pounge kpnge of Taurica His neuie, 

hyle he hym ſelfe went to requpze apde of the Emperour of 

the Turkes. But in fine the kpnge of Tal an ſubmptted hym 

on 2008. of ſelfe vppon certepne conditions of peace whiche the Molco: 
tcth hym nites dyd the gladlyecr excepte fox that time becauſe they? vit 
ſeife, taples fapled them to mapnt epne ſo great a multitude, But 
wheras duke Balilius hymſclfe was not pꝛeſent at this lan 

expedition, he greatly ſuſpected Palitzkithe Lieuctenaunte 

of tharmp to bee cozrupted with bzpbes to pzoceade no fur: 

ther, In this mcane tpme, the kpnge cf Lalan ſent amballa 

dours to Baſilius to intreate of peace: whome J ſawe in the 

dukes courte at mp bepnge there: but J coulde perceaue no 

the Jland of hope of peace to bee betwene them. Foz cuen then, Balilius 
marchauntes to endomage the Laſans, tranſlated the marte to Nouogar: 
dia, which befote was accuſtomed to bee kepte in che Jlande 

of marchauntes nere vnto the citie of Lalan ! Lommaundpng 

alſo vnder pepne of greuous punyThemente that none of his 

ſubiectes ſpulde reſozte to the Jlande of marchauntes : thpn⸗ 

kynge that this tran(lation of the marte ſhulde greatelp haue 

en domaged the Laſans : and that onlp by takyng awap their 

trade ot ſalte (which thep were accuſtomed to bye of the Mol 

couites at that marte) thep ſhulde haue bpn compelled to ſub:

The kyꝛſt of them — 1 — eſſie Hh} 
named Schidack, poſleſleth the citie of Scharaitzick, beyond biytDerne, I}: 
the ryner of Nha oz Uolga towarde the Eaſte, with the regi: * 
on confinynge with the ryuer Jaick, The ſeconde cauled Co 
ſum, eniopeth all the lande that lpethe betwene the rpuers of 
Kaman Jaick and Uolga. The thyzde bzother named Schich 
mamat, poſleſleth parte of the pꝛouince of Sibier and all the 
region abowt the ſame, Schichmamat, is as much to ſap bp 
interpꝛetacion, as holy oz mpghty. And in maner al theſe re 
gions are full of wooddes, excepte that that Ipeth towarde 
Scharaitz, which conſyſteth of plapnes and kpeldes.

In tenne dapes ioznep from Barack 
Holtan, they coomme to Bebeid Chan. And this is that 
great Chan of Cathap.

» q VI lerncd the latin tounge in the court of John 
LA >< > <>: kpnge of Denmarke, was there pꝛeſcut at 
the ſame tyme. Be in the pcarc of Lhzyft, 196. beinge lente 
of his pꝛince with maſter Dauid a ſcotte boꝛne and then am: 
baſſadour foz the kynge of Denmarke, (whom alle J knewe 
there at wy tʒũ lcgac.e) made me a bzcefe. infozmation of all 


tho2dcy. 


Chan Cublai 
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thoꝛder of his ſoꝛnep. The which, foꝛaſmuch as it map ſeeme 
difficult and labozious aſwel foz the diſtaunce as daungerous 
places, J haue thought good to deſcribe the lame as J recea 
ued it at his mouth. 

Fpꝛſt he ſayde that beinge ſent of his pꝛince with the ſapd 
Dauid, they came fpzſt co Rouogardia the great. And wher 


Nouogardia. as at that tyme the kyngedome of Succia reuolted frome the 
kypnge of Denmarke, and alſo the duke of Moſcouia was at

Poti wlo. nep. Foz he ſapd that this ioꝛnep which can not bee to muche 
de:eſted foz ſuche labourcs and trauaples, continueth foz the 
ſpace of thꝛee hundzeth leaques. In fine, takpng foure maul 
ſhpppes ot barkes at the monthes of Dwina, they ſapled bp 
the coaſte on the ryght hande of the Ocean, where they ſawe 
vygh moun: Certepne hyghe and rowgh mountapnes : and at the lengthe 
tayn*s ncare ſaplpnge, rvi. leaques, and paiTpnge a great goulfe, folowed 
the no:th the coaſte on the lefte hande: And leauyng on che ryght hand

The cape. cauled the Holy noſe, beinge a greate ſtone reachpnge farce 
baly noſe, into the kea to the ſimilirude of a noſe: vnder the whiche is 
ſeene acaue with a whpzlepoole which [walowth the ſea eue 
ry (pre houres: and caſtpnge furth the lame agepne with ter; 
28988 rpble roꝛynge and violence, cauſeth the ſayde whpꝛlepoole. 
goulſe, Sum caule this the nauell of the ſea: and other name it Cha:

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tybdis. Be affirmeth that the violence of this ſwalowpnge much whyne ;

maners. Thepz owne apparell is made of the ſkpnnes of dy: 
ucrs beaſtes ſowed togyther, And in this apparell they ſum: 
tymes comme to Moſcouia. pet fewe of them haue cappes oz 
holen, which thep vſe to make of hartes ſkynnyes. Thep haue 
not the vſe of golde 02 ſplucr money : but vle only barteryng 
of ware foz ware, And beinge ignozant of other languages 
beſpde thepz owne, they ſeeme amonge ftraungers to bee in 
maner domme. Thepz cotages are coucred onelp with the 
barkes of trees. Thep haue no certepne reſtpnge habitacion, 
But when thep haue conſumed the fyſſhe and wylde beaſtes 
in one place, they remoue to an other. Furthermoze alſo the 
ſapde ambaſCadours of the pzince of Moſcouia, declared that 
in the ſame partes they ſawe certepne hygh mountapnes con 
tinuallp caſiynge furth flames of fpꝛe as doth. the mount apne 
of Etna in the Jlande of Sicilia: and that euen in Nozwap, 
manp mountapnes are faulen downe and burnte in maner to 
alſhes with ſuch continuall flames. Which thpnge ſum con: 
ſpdcrpng, kapne the fpze of Purgatorie to bee there. And as 
concernpnge theſe mountapnes of Rozwap, when J was ſent 
amballadour to Lhiiſtierne kynge ot Denmarke, J was infoz 
med the lpke by the gouernours of Nozwape who chaunced 
at that tyme to bee pꝛeſent there, 

Abowt the mouthes of the rpucr Petzoza that are toward 
the ryght hande from the mouthes of Dwina, are ſapd to bee 
dyuers and great beaſtes in the Ocean: and amonge other, a

Vo/7 / | thynke, of che houſe of the Pelcfircles of la: 
centia in Lumbardie, We beganne of a chylde 
Thus alſobe ts bee a marpner :' of 'whole arte they haue 
gan Rychard Jreatererciſe on the rpuer of Genua. De traded many peares 
chauuccicr, into Suria and other partes of the Eaſt. After this, he be: 
came a maſter in makpnge cardes foꝛ che ſea, whereby he had 
great vantage. De came to Soxtugale to knowe the reaſon 
and deſcription of the ſouth coaſtes of Africa and the nauiga: 
tions of the j50ztugales,therebp to make his cardes moze per 
fecte to bee ſolde. De marped in P22tugale as ſum ſap: oz as 
many ſap, in the lande of Madera, where he dwelt at ſuche 
tyme as the lapde caruell arrpued there, whoſe pplot ſuioʒued 
in his houſe, and dped alſo there, bequethpnge to Colon his 
carde of the deſcription of ſuche newe landes as he hadde 
founde, wherbp Colon had the fpzſt knowleage of the Indp⸗ 
es.

A, 
CLLL, lxxx vi. and delpuered vnto thepꝛ handes the peticion 
of his requeſt as concerninge the diſcouerpnge of thenewe In 
dies. But thep beinge moze carefuli, and applpinge all thepz 
mynde howe they myght dꝛyue the Mooꝛes owt of the kyng: 
dome of Branade, which great enterpꝛyſe thep had alredy ta 
ken in hande, dyd lyttle oz nothynge eſteme the matter. But 
Colon not thus diſcouraged, found the meanes to declare his 
ſute to ſuch as had ſumtymes pzinate communication with 
the kynge. pet bicauſe he was a n ranger and went but in ſum what men 
ple apparell, nos otherwyſe credited then by the letter of a fe cone 
grap fryer, they belened hym not, nepther gage eare to his fantaſtic all.

And although at the fy3ſt they tooke it foz vapne and 
falſe that he pꝛompſed, neucrtheleſſe they put hym in good 
hope that hc ſhulde bee well diſpatched when thep had kp⸗ 
nyſhed the warres of Branada which they had now in hand. 
With which anlwere, Colon beganne to reupue his ſpirites, 
with hope to bee better eſtemed and moze fauozably co bee 
hard amonge the gentelmen and noble men of the court, wha 
befoze tooke hym only fog a crafrtie fclowe and deceaner : and 
was nothynge diſmayde oz diſcouraged when ſo euer he de: 
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bated the matter with them, althowghe many iudged hym 
phantatticall, as is the maner of ignoꝛant menne to caule all 
ſuch as attempte any thpnge beponde thepꝛ reach and the com 
pa Te of thepꝛ knowlcage: thinkyng the wozld? to bee no big 
ger then thecagies wherin thep are bzought vp and lpue.

By this trauayle of Colonus in ſonoble an enterpipſe and ſo 
harde ſucceſſe, dooth the ſayinge of plinie appere to be moſt trew, 
wher in the pꝛeface of his natural hyſtoꝛy W:yttE to thẽpꝛour ue ſpa 
ſti he wiiteth i this maner. Res ardua vetuſtis nouiteten dare: Nouis, autori 
tatem: abſoletis, nitorem, obſcuri;, lucem: ſaſhditis, gratiam: dubiis, fidem : ons 
nibus vero naturam et nature ſis omnia.

Thep haue a kynde of pa⸗ 
per greatly differyng from owrs. In this they expꝛelle thepz 
mindes by certepn figures. Foꝛ thep haue not otherwiſe thule 
oflett ers. The nation is deſpꝛous of warre: and dooth not 
longe keepe the con icious of peace vnuiolated: But delpteth 
rather in cunle and moſt cruell battaple amonge them ſelyes 
then to lyue in peace and quietneile Suche as in the wartes 
faulc by anp meancs into the handes of thepz enemies, cpther 
by ſubmiſſion 03 otherwpfe, are partelp ſacpificed to the J: 
doles, and the reſidue gpuen to the ſouldiers to bee taten, in 
lpke mauer us wee rewarde dogges and haukes with parte of 
theyꝛ pꝛap. They haue innumerable Jdoles whichleuery one 
maketh koꝛ his particular god after the phantaſie of his own 
btapne, and gpuech therto diuine honour, Albeit at this dap 
they doo by lyttle and lyttle leaue of theyz barbacous fierce:

Foz golde is there in ſuch plentie that they make pyſ- 
pots therok, and other veſſcis appſyed to fplthp vles. But 
this is moꝛe to bee marueyled at, that in a citie cauled Lollao 
was founde a houſe all conered with maſlie plates of golde. 
In thepz warres alſo thepꝛ harnclſe was of golde and ſpl: 
uer. Thepz weapons are bowes, arrewes, Apuges, dartes, 
and pikes. Thinhabitantes are warlpke people and of great 
agilitie. They haue cities defended with lawes and armes. 
The region is exceadpng frutcfull, and peldeth cozne twyſe 
in the peare. It is ſo flozp e with many fapze wooddes; 
mountapnes., rpucrs, and other both pleaſaunt and ncceflarp 
commodities, that it ſeemethin maner an earthly pParadypſec. 
It hath dyuers kpndes of braſtes, and pet none hurtkull oz 
of rauenpnge kpnde. There are ſheepe of ſuch heyght that 
they vle them in the ſtcade of hozſes. Sume wapte that they 
are as bygge as the pounge foles of camels : and that thepꝭ 
woolleis verp ſofte and fine.

Noth, and South : which ſapinge Daupd confirmeth in the 
C. vi. pſalme, Theſe foure are the moſt notable pyllers oz ſu: 
ſicntacions that the earth hath in heanen, accozdpnge to the 
motions wherof, all vpages are ruled on the earthe, frome 
whenſe "ep haue thepz oziginall, as engendered of the dp⸗ 
uers qualities of vapoures #erhalations rapſed by the ſonne 
and otherwyſe, Eratoſthenes put none other ſuftentacions 
then the nozth and ſouth poles, and parteth the earth by the 
courſe of the loonne: which particion Marcus Uarro dooth 
greatly commende as agreable to reaſon, The poles are firme 
and immouable as an ereltre abowt the which the heauen mo

that the hole globe of-the baule beinge rounde, contepncth as 
much in latitude as longitude.

SpanpThe 
leaques and a halfe: Jn ſuch loꝛte that the globe oz baule of 
the earth meaſured direct ly by any ot the fourc partes of the 
ſame, contepneth in circuite ſprc thouſand and two hundzeth 
lcaques. This computacion and meacurpnge, is ſo certepne, 
that as it is appꝛoued of all men and founde trewe by experi; 
ence, ſo much the moe is it to bee commended and had in ad 
mitation foz that thinuention hercof was iudged ſo dptkicult 
by Job and the pꝛeacher, that no man had kounde the mea: 
ſure of limit es of the lame. They name thoſe degrees of lon: 
g tude, that thep accompte from ſoonne to ſoonne by the E⸗ 
quinocriall line which reacheth from the Eaſt to che Welle by 
the myddle of the globe oz baule vf the earth. Thele can not 
well bee obſerucd, fozaſmuch as in this tract of heauen, there 
is no fpre oꝛ permanent ligne whereunto the pplots mape di:

muche as thowgh a man trauaple neuer lo far epther by land 
oz ſea, he ſeemeth euer to paſſe as it were by a ryght line with 
out any ſuch circuite oꝛ compaſipnge, aſcendpnge oz diſcen- 
dynge, as pert epneth to all the partes of a rounde fozme. The 
which obicction, as it is groſe and ſimple, pꝛoccadyng of the 
narownelſle of the vnderftandpng of ſuch as can not conceaue 
the large circumference of the lande and ſea,enen ſo map it be 
anſwcred with this ſimple demonſtration, In arpnge that 
ſetueth fo2 the fynger of a mans hande, the ſpace of halte an 
pnche oz lyttle moze, is halte a cyꝛcle. But in a rynge oz cyꝛcle 
of bygger circumference, as in the hoope of a tubbe, halfe an 
che appeareth in maner a ryght fine, althowghe it bee not 
o in deede, fozaſmuch as it is not poſſible fox any parte of a 
circle to conſiſt of a ryght line, nepther any parte of a line tg 
conſyſt of a cycle, ſithe the partes muſt needes bee confozma 
ble to the hole, conſpſipnge of ſuch vnifozme partes as are in 
mathematicals.

ned in Saturns dayes, is becomme the laue to hym that was 
then her bondeman in that golden wozlde, ſo named, not fog 
the deipze that men had to golde, but foz thinnocencie of Ip: 
upnge in thoſe dapes, when Mars was of no poure, and men 
thought it crueitie by bzeakpnge the bones of owre mother

times decline from thepz atttpted courſe, and from the ſignes 
which they owght to haue folowed. And byſpde other pꝛe⸗ 
ceptes, ſee that pow beate in memozy to pꝛocure that in dpg⸗ 
Nurse pow elchewe as muche as powe mape, the cuttynge of 

ofte 02 bzpkell ones, aſwell foz that it map bee daungerous 
koꝛ ruine of the caue, as alſo that it leldome chaunceth that 
any mpnes are founde in ſuch ſtones. But pf pow ſhal chaunce 
ſo to fynde them that pow can by no meanes auopde them, J 
confozt pow that where ſuche cauſeof feare ſheweth it ſelfe, 
both that pow loſe not the charges of the caue and foz the bet 
ter ſakfegarde of powre woozkemen, it ſhalbe neceſſarp that

ber of oke o; other great trees. And in this maner owghe 
pow to pzoccade in dyggyng powre myne that pow map with 
moe ſecurit ie eniop the frute ot powr trauaple. But in the 
owlde tyme they that dygged mpnes (as is pet to ſee) in the 
caues lefte of them) folowed an other maner: ſo that in the 
ſteade of begynnpnge the caue belowe at the foote of the moun 
tapne (as doo the later mpners) thep begunne to dygge thepz 
caue in the vpper oz hygheſt parte where the dape diſcouered 
the mpne, dyggynge downcwarde after the maner of a pytte 
02 a well, folowpnge the ſame ſumtpme on the one ſpde, and 
ſinntyme on the other euen vnto the depth, as the vepne ſhew 
ed it ſelfe to thepʒ ſyght: whereof J haue thought good to 
make mention, foz that in thoppinion of many men, this wap 
dooth ſeeme much better and of moze ſecuritie to fpnde that 
they ſeeke, then to dygge by the ſpdes : bycauſe that by this 
meanes thep haue cuer the mine befoze thepꝛ epes epthermoze 
oz leſle as a line to leade them to the grolſTe malle. Yet who ſo 
conſpdereth the thynge well, ſhall vnderſtande that the later 
myners haue better conceaued the reaſon of this woozke, in 
reſpecte (as is to ſee) of manp moze commodities and ſecuriz 
ties which inlue rather of this maner of woozkynge then of 
the other : as the difficultie to deſcende and aſcende the caue, 
& the daungiour leſt it bee topped vp by manp ruines, bylpde 
the traualpous labour to dꝛaw owt the mine with the rockes 
e fragmentes of ſtones : And aboue al thynges, that they ſhal 
not bee able to dꝛawe owt the waters whiche are often tpmes 
ſo abundaunt that they greatly increaſe the charges and tra⸗ 
uaples of the patrones of the mpnes bp reaſon of the greate 
ayde and helpe which ſhalbe requiſite to haue in that caſe and 
alſo foꝛ the makpnge of wheeles.tronghes, pppes, a pumpes, 
with ſuche other inſtrumentes ſerupnge koz the purpolc to 
dzawe owe the waters. And pet with all this, it often tpmes 
chaũceth that although thep labour hereat cStinnallp, pet ſhal 
thep be ifozced to foʒſake their pꝛofitable c laudable kterpzpſe

By reaſon wherof, ſuch men of underſtandpnge as haue ſear rales. 

ched the natures of theſe thpnges, argue herebp and take it A general 
foz a generall rule, that all thoſe mountapues owt of the whi . 

che ſpꝛyngeth great abundaunce of water, doo alſo abounde 

with mpne. The which thynge well cenſpderpnge, and wep 

inge the greatnes hereof, J faule into this accompte with mp 

ſelfe, that if to the patrones of the ſapde cane, the charges of 

the ſame hadde byn a hynderaunce oz greefe, epthec foz the 

length therof,oz fo del papʒe that they ſhuld not haue found 

that they ſoughe, they wolde ſurely haue fozſaken it. And

folkes and famelie. Nepther pet ſhulde they haue byn ſo wel 
able to helpe they pooze nepghbours as they haue doone by 
the meanes of the valientneſle of thepz conſtant mpndes and 
perſiſtpnge in lo good and commendable an enterpziſe. her: 
foze to conclude, pow that wyll begynne to attempt any ſuch 
thpnge, muſt be of good courage and much pacience to folowe 
that pow haue begunne, at theleaſt vntill pow knowe by the 
ſignes what the thynge is: hopinge euer that in gopnge fox: 
warde, the dap folowpnge( as it is pollible) hal diſcouer the 
thynge that powe ſeeke and content pour delpꝛe: Wherof pow 
map bee the better aſſured, if pow well conſpder that the moo 
thers and matrices of moſte eſtemed ryches, and the mpnteg 
of al treaſures, are the mountapnes: To the whiche(with the 
helpe of foztune and yowr ingenious indeuoure ) pow (half 
open the wap, not only to fynde the mpne and arrpue to the 
belly of the mountapnes where ſuche rhpnges lpe hyd, but 
ſhall alſo bee exalted by ryches to hyghe Honoure and digniz 
tie as they of whome we haue made mention befoze: fozaſ- 
much as moſt beningne and liberall nature, doothe open her 
lappe and pꝛomelle good ſuccelle to ſuche as ſeeke ryches bp 
Cuch honeſt meanes. The whiche wap lurelp is muche rather 
to be folowed. then epther the warres full of trowbles and 
miſerie, 02 the carefull trade of marchaundies with wande: 
rynge abowt the wozlde, oz ſuche other faſtidious cares per: 
happes vnlawfull foꝛ a good man. And albeit (as ſume men 
vſe to ſpeake) the fyndpage of mpnes bee an el pecial grace of 
Bod, neuerthcleTe, fozaſmuch as we are bozne to laboure, it 
ſhalbe necellarp that we ſeeke the lame in ſuche places where 
they are bzought furth by the wooꝛke of nature, and by ſear; 
chynge to kynde them, and beinge kounde to dygge foz them, 
and by this meanes to receaue the grace of Bod with apply: 
inge owre owne diligence therto, with helpe of the diſpoliti: 
on of fozrune and naturall iudgemente. And pet ſhal not this 
only ſuffice withowt ſuficiencie of money able to ſuſtepne the 
charges and continue the woozke: to thende that if pow can 
not fynypllhe it with powr owne expenſes, pow mape ſupplye 
the ſame by the apde of other, epther patrones oz parteners, 
But let vs nowe ceaſe to reaſon any further of theſe ——

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Pzeſuppoſyng therfoze that pow haue alredy palled the char⸗ 
es, and haue not only founde the mpne pow ſought, but al- 
o haue bought furth to lyght a great quantitie therof,it hal 
then bee needekul (as a thyng chiefely to be conſpdered befoze 
pow begin to dygge) wel to ponder examen both the cõᷣmodi 
ties of ſuch thynges as ſhall occurre, and alſo of ſuch wherof 
pow ſhall haue neede : as tymber and woodde of all ſoztes, 
with water and vyttaples :of all the whiche, pow muſt haue 
great plentie: and eſpecially of woodde, whereof powe muſte 
haue great quantitie, aſwell to ſerue to the pꝛopoztion of the 
myne, as alſo to make coles to the vſe of meltynge, fynpnge, 
dzyinge, garboplpng, and ſuch other bzoplynges, byſpde that 
which muſt ſerue fo foztifie the caue and to buyld ſhoppes and 
cotages with ſuch other ediftes. Diligent conſideration muſt 
Ipkewpſec be had to the ſituacion of the place where the bupl⸗ 
dynges ſhalbe erected: as that the plotte therof bee commodi⸗ 
ous with abundaunce of water haupnge a good faule, Alſo 
not onely of plentic of woodde and cole nere vnto the mpne, 
but of ſuch as way ſerue the turne. And of all other incommo 
dities, powe muſte chiefelp auopde the lacke ot water, as a 
thynge of greateſt impo:taunce and moſt ncceſſarie in this ef- 
fecte, Foz by the fozce and wepght of the courſe hereof, 
wheeles and dpuers other ingenious inflrumentes are adap⸗ 
ted with caſe to lyfte vppe greate bellowes to make fpers of 
great poure, to beate with hammers of great wepght, and co 
turne myghtie and ſtronge-engens, by the kozce whereof the 
trauaples of men are ſo much furthered, that withowt ſuch 
helpe, it were in maner impollible to ouercome ſuche tedious 
trauaples oz to arrpue to the ende of the woozke, fozaſmuch 
as the foꝛce of one wheele map lyfte moe, and that moze ſafe 
ly then the papnefuil labour of a hundzeth men. It ſhal ther: 
foze be ncedefull to haue great conſpderation Hereof,not on⸗ 
lp to make theſe edifies oz Houſes of office, but alſo to make 
them commodious fo the purpole, as foz the cartage of mpne 
and cole with other neceTaries, Foz if any of theſe eſtectes 
ſbulde be wantpnge, the coſte, tyme and trauaple, chulde bee
